THE N. 8. COAL DEAL. 

An Expected Output of Two and a Half Mil- 
lion Tons Annually. 

Halifax, Jan. 14. — A well known legal 
gentleman Bays of tho rumored coal deal 
to-day: "Tho gentlemen forming the 
syndicate proposo buying or leasing several 
mines in Cupo Breton, which they think aro 
paying properties as investments. It is 
understood that at the meeting of tho legis- 
turo next week application will bo made in 
their behalf for the leases. There are three 
or four developed properties in Cape Breton, 
besides mines in Cumberland and Pictou, 
which they will not touch, and therefore 
there will not bo a monopoly of tho coal 
trade. Tho syndicate propose subscribing 
ubout $17,000,000, and will work their 
properties on the latest improved plans, 
putting in electric machinery, and they 
think the output will be increased to two 
millions and a half tons annually. 

THE PROTESTANT CATHEDRAL. 

Was Rockefeller the Donor of Half a Million 
Dollars ? 

New York, Jun. 14.— Was John D. 
Rockefeller the anonymous donor of the 
half million of dollars that was recently 
contributed toward tho fund for the erec- 
tion of a Protestant cathedral ? Rumors iu 
quarters that ure generally well informed 
say that Bueh is the fact, and that t lie great 
Standard Oil capitalist, to whose immense 
benefactions tho new Chicago University 
owes its existence, has placed one more de- 
nomination under an obligation that cannot 
be repaid, by adding a half-million dollars 
to the Protestant cathedral fund. Until 
Bishop Potter chooses to speak tho identity 
of the anonymous donor will bo a secret. 
The Bishop H.iya that ho is not yet ready to 
make a disclosure, nor can any information 
be obtained from Mr. Rockefeller's almoner, 
for his charities are so numerous and take 
up so much time that he is compelled to 
keep a special employe to carry out his 
wishes. 

BEER AND WHISKEY. 

Profits of the Distillery Trust— Seattle llrow- 
ers and Those Who Refuse to .loin Them. 

PEORIA, Jan. 13. — An important meeting 
of the prominent distillers in the whiskey 
trust was held at tho headquarters in this 
city to-day, and action of a most important 
naturo was taken. In view of the fact that 
Wall street speculators have been bearing 'esses to hav 
the market for tho purpose of buying back, f r Qm?he "Irtoiai 
it was decided to purchase the entire stock, 
if possible, and remove it from tho market. 
There was abundant capital represented at 
tho meeting to do this. The profits of tho 
trust now amount to $2,000,000 per month, 
and a director says tho dividend next 
month will be the largest ever known. As 
they control 93 per cent, of the distilleries, 
they aro in a position to dictate, as shown 
by the riso in prices of the product of 20 
cents per gallon within the last month. The 
developments within a few duyH are expect- 
ed to be of a most important character. No 
attention is is being paid to the newspaper 
accounts of distilleries to be erected every- 
where to light tho trust. 

TaCOMA, Jan, 13. — Representatives of 
tho Seattle brewery eombino have been hero 
for three weeks to indueo tho Pnget Sound 
brewery to go into the combine. This brew- 
ery refused to tako uceount of the Donau 
brewery which the Puget Sound practically 
owns, bo that tho Seattlo breweries would 
go into tho eombino on a capitalization basis 
of $1,000,000 to the Puget Sound's $500,000; 
so tho latter stays out and will fight tho 
combine. _

Paris, Jan. 14.— The gravest rumor3 urc 
afloat witli regard to the President. Several 
deputies who have been most earnest in 
pushing tho Panama investigation declare 
.that they will not rest until President Car- 
not is forced to resign. The strength of the 
case against the President depends upon 
the credibility of M. Baihut, ex-Minister of 
Public Works, and Carnot's friends claim 
that no faith whatever should be attached 
to Baihut'a disclosures ; that ho is malig- 
nant against Carnot for not having protected 
him from prosecution and wishes to drag 
tho President down with him, On the other 
baud, it is pointed out by tho enemies of 
Carnot that Baihut'a charges agree with the 
facts as known, and that Charles do Lesseps 
would probably corroborate Baihut if per. 
mitted to reveal all he could reveal. The 
enemies of Ciruot arguo that the trial of 
the two do Lesseps has been hastened, to 
bring them within the grasp of Carnot, and 
keep them silent as to any connection of the 
head of the state with Panama affairs. 
They argue also that Bourgeois has not 
been as earnest as ho might jiavo been in 
bringing the truth to light, and that the op. 
position of Bourgeois to the arrest of Bai- 
hut was really based upon his fear that 
Baihut might uccuao his former fellow-min- 
ister, Caruot. 

In tho meantime President Carnot pre- 
serves a serene temper und Bcems indiffer- 
ent to the assaults upon him. Tho ussaults 
are not confined to himself. The Radicals 
condemn Mine. Carnot for spending so 
much money on dress and trying to imitate 
tho grand dames of the Faubourg St. Ger- 
main, In addition they contend that mon- 
archist habits and custotna are invading 
the Klyeees, and therefore its present occu- 
pants must be turned out in the sacred in- 
terests of the republic. M. Constans ia 
credited by nearly every one with being at 
the bottom of the attack upon Caruot. He 
is known to have a bitter feeling toward the 
President on account of his ejection from 
tho cabinet, and to be desiroua also of re- 
moving Carnot from presidential rivalry. 
Constans keeps quiet and disclaims re- 
sponsibility for exciting the agitation, but 
his disclaimer finds no credit among tho 
well informed. All eyes aro turned toward 
Constans aa the coming master, if not 
already the master of the situation, from a 
Republican atandpoint. Other prominent 
men figure on Gen. Sauasier, whoao control 
of tho military of Taris would give him, in 
the event of an uprising, almost unlimited 
opportunity to gratify his own ambition or 
servo tho purpoaes of others. It is known 
that Sauasier haa been sounded both by tho 
Socialists aud Bonapartista, but these have 
not met with encouragement. 

In connection with the charge that Presi- 
dent Carnot was well aware of the guilty 
connection of men in high places with the 
Panama frauds, attention is called to the 
statement of Caffarell to the effect that 
Yvea Guyot told him when minister that 
he, one day, saw Constans show the mem- 
bers of the cabinet council a large packet of 
documents destined for tho president. 
That packet, according to Yves Guyot, con- 
tained the names of persons, not all of 
whom were deputies, who received money 
from tho Panama Canal company. Carnot s 
enemies allege that he waa keeping back 
evidence against tho guilty men in order to 
hold it over them when the timo for the 
elections should come, and thereby compel 
them to support him for re-election. M. 
Pierre Denis, a faithful follower and defend- 
er of General lioulanger to the lust, has 
some curious " revelations " to mako about 
the Panama scandals. 

One extract from the records throwB light 
on the proceedings at the Cabinet council 
when Rousseau's report on the canal was 
read. The utmost secrecy was preserved 
about it. Before tho opening the ministers 
made aure that the ushers who had brought 
in the lamps bad all gone and locked the 
doors carefully behind them. Then a search 
was made under the tabic, and finally all 
present gave promises to keep the report 
thoroughly secret. Nevertheless, mislead- 
ing extiacts from the report wero published. 

Before the Parliamentary commission 
the liquidator of _tho dynamite company 
with which Arton was connected, told the 
commission that Arton's ability had been 
greatly exaggerated in tho report purport- 
ing to describo him. He hud, however, 
absconded, leaving a shortage of nearly 
5,000,000 franca. M. Tattiscliefr, tho Paris 
representative of the Russian newspaper 
Novo Vremya, will be questioned as to tho 
identity of the payee of a check for 500,000 
francs reported paid to Novo Vremya. It 
is rumored that the inquiry In tho caae of 
Baihut is not ended, but that he will he 
next charged before the assizes, 

Lc Temps says that the examining mag- 
istrate hud summoned Cornelius Her*, now 
in London, to testify, und if he refused ho 
would bo prosecuted. Tho Oocardc pro- 
ertainad the identity of 
o received 500,000 francs 
people. His miiiie, says 
that journal, begins with " M," but it is 
neither Muenatcr nor Mohrenheim, Ho 
represented a power unfriendly to France. 
In the course of a week or two the Cocarde 
may publiah tho name, if in tho meantime 
it should not be mentioned at the trial or in 
the commission of inquiry. 

The police deny the reports that fresh 
prosecutions are impending and that now 
arrests are to bo made tor complicity in the 
Panama Canal frauds and corruption. 

The committee of investigation of the 
Chamber of Deputies had a full session to- 
day. A report received from a sub-com- 
mit too which had examined tho books of 
certain bankers formerly connected with M, 
Arton revealed nothing worthy of note. 

Magistrate Franqueville concluded to-day 
his examination of M. Baihut. The state- 
ment that the ex-minister fully confessed 
tho bribery charges is confirmed, and it ia 
expected that M. Baihut will bo put on 
trial as soon aa tho present trial ia con- 
cluded. 

At a mooting to-day of Republican depu- 
ties it was decided to represent to Premier 
Ribot that, although the fullest light on tho 
Panama scandal was necessary, yet tho in- 



terest of the Republic demands that the 
affair be brought to a speedy settlement. 

MADRID, Jan. 13.— The greatest interest 
has been exhibited here in ths trial of the 
Panama directors and in the disclosures 
affootinc high officials in France. Seldom 
havo Spanish monarchists in their daily 
articles in their press shown so clearly their 
antipathy for French republicanism and 
their desiro to see an Orleauist restora- 
tion in France. In court and aristocratic 
circles well-known friends of tho Orleans 
family openly say that as far hack us Sep- 
tember tho Austrian and Spanish Govern- 
ments and courts were informed of the com- 
ing ussuult upon tho republic. A new coali- 
tion had been agreed upon by which the 
Boulangists would lead the attack while the 
Orleatiists would provide the necessary 
funds. The aim was to bring on a crisis 
and force Carnot to resign before the gen- 
eral election, when the adversaries of the 
republic hoped to ;-wcep the course. 

London, Jan. 13, — Tho Paris corres- 
pondent of the Times telegraphs that M. 
Franqueville has acquired fresh evidence be- 
traying twelve deputies, four of whom are 
Boulangists. The incriminating entries on 
the counterfoils of tho cheeks are in M. 
Arton's handwriting, together with tho am- 
ounts lingered. They do not afford legal 
proof of guilt, but will oblige the chamber 
of deputies to submit the deputies to exami- 
nation, und will probably le;ul to stronger 
testimony. Tho same correspondent writes : 
Tho Pope's letter to Count Albert de Mun 
contains only a veiled reference to the 
Pmama scandal. It calls upon all French- 
men to put private interests and political 
dissensions usido in tho common defense of 
the established form of government as the 
only means of restoring religious peace, 
civil harmony and rectitude.

A PORT TOWNSEND PIONEER 

Dies at bos Angeles— A Prominent Merchant 
and citizen, ' 

Port Townsend, Wash., Jan. 14. — 
[Special.]— Charles Carroll Bartlett, of this-, 
city, an old pioneer of tho Pacific coast, 
died at S:40 last evening at the SisterB' 
hospital, Los Angeles, California. He was 
55 years of age, born at Kennebec, Maine. 
He came to the Pacific coast in 18G4 in the 
ship Northern Light and located at Port 
Townsend, where for years ho haa been one 
of tho most prominent merchants, conduct- 
ing a largo wholesale and retail general ship 
chandlering establishment. He leaves a 
wife and ono son, Frank A., President of 
tho Chamber of Commerco of this city. 
Two brothers, John and Albert, one sister,. 
Mrs. John Powers, living here, and one 
brother in tho Kust, survive him. The de- 
ceased never figured in politics beyond, 
holding some couuty offices. He was re- 
garded as a keen business man here, and 
waa well known throughout Washington, 
Oregon und California. Tho body will be 
brought tq this city for interment. 



THE OTHER SIDE. 

Herr Eugene Richer, Lender of the Radicals, 
Answers Caprlvl's German Army 
Hill Demands, 

BERLIN, Jan. 14. — Eugene Richer, leader 
of the Radicals, delivered himself of a long 
speech before tho Army Bill commission 
yesterday, against the proposals of the Gov- 
ernment. Ho accused Chancellor von 
Coprivi of looking only upon the military 
side of the bill and ignoring the popular 
side. The military experts, ho Bays, wore 
blind to the economic needs of the country, 
and refused to understand that at present 
the people could not endure higher taxation. 
In replying Chancellor von Caprivi 
acknowledged that tho European situation 
was no more threatening than iu 1S90, 
when he addressed his famous reproof to 
professional pessimists in German politics. 
Nevertheless the Government was convinced 
of the pressing necessity of passing tho bill. 
The Chancellor explained that ho had not 
given it as his opinion that Russia's way to 
Constantinople lay through Berlin; the re- 
port to that effect had boon the result of a 
falso inference.

ABOUT B. C. JUNES. 

Captain W. Power's Chut With a Chicago 
Tribune Man. 

The Chicago Tribune of January 7 con- 
tains the following interview with Captain 
W. Power, who returned a few days ago 
from an extended trip on the continent : 

" British Columbia, occupying, as it does, 
a position between two American posses- 
sions, Alaska and tho United States, will he 
an interesting factor in the World's Pair," 
said Captain W. Power, of Victoria, B. C, 
at. tho Palmer House yesterday. " Lieut. - 
Governor Dowdney, who was recently ap- 
pointed in place of Hon. Hugh Nelson, is an 
enthusiastic advocate of a lino exhibit from 
the Province, believing that it is tho one 
great opportunity to practically demonstrate 
to tho world tho comparatively unknown re- 
sources of tho country. British Columbia 
is an exceedingly prosperous country to day, 



though we lack population for the vast area 
within our limits. To this fact, together 
with a hick of capital, may be attributed 
the slow growth and development of our 
reEources. What California was to Ameri- 
ca in the mining days of '49, llritish Col- 
umbia is to the Dominion of Canada to-day. 
That u large portion of tho country is in. 
accesaible is truo, owing to tho rugged char- 
acter of our mountains. Yet tho mines are 
richer by far than tho foothills of tho Sier- 
ras in California, oven in the palmy days 
of Dutch Flat and tho country surrounding 
the headwaters of the Sacramento river. 

" Tho Canadian Pacific road has been a 
civilizing factor and has brought our min- 
ing regions in closer touch with tho outside 
world, especially in the Okanngan district, 
and I understand the Great Northern road 
is now well into the Kootonay mines, which 
are calculated to create lively interest in 
the spring. Tho new camp is really^ an 
overlooked continuation of the old Cariboo 
district, famous in 1S50 for its rich deposits 
of placer gold. Cariboo is the landmark of 
past history. Forty years ago, a camp of 
10,000 men was there. Most of the miners 
of that time were migratory, being wafted 
like tho wind from ono new excitement to 
another, often leaving puyiug claims to 
seek something better. Many came from 
California and formed a Contingent of the 
famous expedition of the old steamer Bro- 
ther Jonathan, which sailed from San Fran- 
cisco in 1850 for the British Columbia El 
Dorado. " 



"A SECOND CALIFORNIA." 

What a Pioneer of the 'Coast Thinks of British 
Columbia's Mineral Wealth. 

J. M. Davis, tho San Francisco capitalist 
who camo here to invest in mining proper- 
ties, has reached Seattle on his way home, 
and has spoken his mind freely to the repre- 
sentatives of the press of tho Sound city. 

" 1 Btarted to look at aome properties in 
British Columbia and Alberta," said lie, 
"but I had to return on account of tho 
weather. I have travelled over a consider- 
able portion of British Columbia, and I 
think that country will yet prove a second 
California so far as tho precious minerals are 
concerned. In the Selkirk range and 
Kootenay country and big bend of tho Co- 
lumbia thcro are untouched bonanzas 
greater than the Comstock of Nevada or 
those of Leadville. There arc rich gold 
mines in tho Cariboo and Stickcen country 
and as far north as the Antic ocean. In 
most of these districts the cream has been 
skimmed in tho shape of the rich placer 
diggings of the early days. But it cost 
enormously to work even these deposits 
then, and now that civilization is getting 
nearer and the cost of living and working in 
those districts cheaper, renewed attention 
is being directed to theso old districts. 
They are Americans, however, who are de- 
veloping the mineral resources of British 
Columbia. The younger generation up there 
are all right, but the old fellows who hold 
the purse strings follow too closely tho con- 
servative English customs to keep pace 
with the more enterprising Americans. 

" I first camo West in 1S07. and have 
been all over the entire region this aido of 
tho Missouri river, and I tell you life ia too 
short and tho country too vast for any man 
to appreciate what has been done out here 
in the lust thirty years, and when I think of 
the development of the West now it seems 
liko a dream of enchantment. oDwn in 
Southern Novada, too, there are rich min- 
eral fields as yet, unexplored. I was formerly 
associated in many mining expeditions with 
George Montgomery, who recently discov- 
ered the lost Brefogle gold mine3 in Death 
Valley. You recollect that Brefogle was an 
emigrant who was chased by the Indians 
across Southern Nevada, and during his 
wanderings ho made some wonderful gold 
quartz, iliacoverics. Numerous expeditions 
afterward tried to find these lost gold fields, 
and it was not till forty years afterward 
that Montgomery was successful. The spec'- 
mens that lie brought home to San FranoitCi 
were wondot fully rich, as you will see from 
the fact that he pounded out §1, '200 from a 
valise full of ore. A man takes his life in 
his hands, however, when he goes into this 
dc3ert region. There are hundreds of square 
miles without any sign of water, and many 
expert plainsmen have lost their lives trying 
to cross tho desort."

LARDEAU'S RICH MINES. 

One of the Prospectors in Victoria— He Talks 
About the Outlook. 

Mr. W. B. Pool was a guest at tho 
Oriental last evening. He registered from 
Lirdeau City, and later on when seen by a 
Colonist reporter, had a good deal to say 
about the Upper Country and its prospects. 

" 1 started out last March," he explained, 
" on a prospecting trip and did not give up 
work uutil the snow came early in October 
and made it impossible to continue. During 
the season I visited all the principal 
mines that have been discovered, besides 
making some finds and locations myself. 
The district in which 1 was working was in 
and around Fish Creek and the Upper Lac 
deau River and Trout Luke. 

" While tho country would probably be 
classed us mountainous, it is surprising what 
a quantity of tillable land is to lie had and 
the inducements for settlers to go in there 
with the idea of farming are very good . 
There is any quantity of timber for building 
and mining purposes, and plenty too, for 
that matter, for all sorts of lumbering, The 
timber is the right kind for a shingle mill, 
and the man who gets his plant in there 
first, and gets it going, ia the one that will 
be counted among the most lucky of the in- 
vestors. 

" Now you want to know something 
about the mining prospects," continued Mr, 
Pool in reply to a question. " Well, all I 
can say is that my experience; an a prospec- 
tor has brought mo into almost oil the 
great mining camps of the continent, and it 
is a safe proposition to Hay that the outlook 
for tho district I was in this summer is as 
hopeful as anyone can wish for. There is a 
big outcrop of mineral which is very rich. 
Most of all the claims are of that quality 
that makes the owners say ' they can't be 
excelled.' There is gold anil silver, princi- 
pally the latter, and hero ia where wc have 
our big pull over all the other Kootenay 
country, for while they havo good silver ore, 
we havo the only article in the 
upper country, so far as known, 
that carries both gold and silver. 
The "location of all tho principal 
mines discovered so far is such that tho 
natural outlet is at L irdeau City, where 
there has been considerable activity during 
the past season. It is the place which, of 
all others, has the natural advantages to 
focus trade and traffic there, and the city ia 
bound to be the pince where the business of 
the section will bo done. It is at the head 
of the Arrow Lake navigation, and, buing 
the centre of the mining country roflnd, will 
have an opportunity of doing much more 
than an ordinary business." 



Of <ireat lieiaifU In Ciisb* Whore Time Is 
vl First Importance— Tho Long. 
•1„. DUtllDCO "Phone" Coming 
in Grout Favor. 



A surprising- feature of long-distance 
telephony is the remarkable amount of 
business that can he crowded into a. 
very short conversation, The fact that 
the communication obtained is an actual 
conversation at first hand between 
the persons most directly interested in 
theiinatter under discussion is what, ac- 
cording to the Electrical Engineer, ren- 
ders the telephone so far superior to 
the telegraph fur very many purposes. 
Question and answer are exchanged im- 
mediately without the annoying delays 
incident to telegraphic dispatches. 
I'ropositions can be made and comment- 
ed on, modified or rejected in a manner 
quite impossible by telegraph; in fact, 
all the advantages of a personal inter- 
view are obtained without the expendi- 
ture oi time and trouble involved in a 
journey. Numerous instances could be 
given of the number of business ques- 
tions that can be disposed of in a single 
talk over the wires within the mini- 
mum time of five minutes. Probably 
the best on record is that where two 
business men, one in New York andone 
iu Boston, discussed and settled four en- 
tirely distinct affairs in one minute and 
a half. 

Two of the matters dealt with oin- 
volved large sums of money, but the 
men were able to lay their heads to- 
gether, figuratively speaking, so well, 
although literally they were so far apart, 
that it took them but a few seconds in 
each case to decide on what should be 
done. It can readily he imagined 
how ninny telegrams would have been 
required to do the same amount of 
business, leaving entirely a&ide the 
question of time, which is so often 
of the first importance. Every day 
eases occur where the long-dis- 
tance telephone enables business to 
bo done that the telegraph can- 
not aid, and where the only alterna- 
tive would be a long and expensive 
journey. For instance, not long- ago a 
New York man was notified that his 
draft on a house in a town far up in the 
interior of the state had been allowed 
to go to protest, and in order to protect 
his interests he was on the point of un- 
dertaking a journey that would have 
kept him away from his office for three 
days, when a friend advised him to tele- 
phone to the hank which held his draft. 
He did so immediately. The bank in- 
formed him of t lie state of affairs and 
recommended a lawyer in the town to 
take the job in hand, lie had an inter- 
view by telephone with the lawyer and 
gave him instructions to proceed, and 
the same afternoon the lawyer reported 
that he had got out an attachment and 
that the draft would be fully covered. 
The time spent by the New Vork man 
over the affair might have been an hour 
and the total expense was for three con- 
versations, one with the bank and two 
with the lawyer, as aj-ainst an absence 
from town of two or three days and 
traveling expenses, amounting to forty 
or fifty dollars. The actual saving' of 
time and money is by no means the only 
recommendation in favor of long-dis- 
tance telephone communication. 

Often it renders possible the transac- 
tion of business which could be done in 
no other way. and many a time a five 
minutes' conversation pays for itsel f a 
thousandfold. To manufacturers hav- 
ing their head offices in New York, 
branches in other cities and towns and 
factories somewhere in the country, the 
service has become practically indis- 
pensable; tin' periodical daily talks be- 
tween the chief of the firm and manager 
of the factory or branch office place all 
their affairs so thoroughly in touch 
with each other thai no manufacturing 
concern who has once adopted the serv- 
ice to its needs would be without it 
for a single day we're the cost twice 
what it is. Hankers, brokers and law- 
yers form another large class of pat- 
rons, but it was among the manufactur- 
ers that the long-distance telephone 
first "caught on." and they have stead- 
fastly availed themselves of it from the 
time of its establishment as a commer- 
cial means of communication.

I'rohnhly he hud no idea i>f applying 
the invention t« the cure of deafness, 
but science has begun to do that. A 
well-known Washington physician is a 
believer in the plioimfrniph sis a rcmedy 

for that affliction. Experiments at 
home strengthened his belief, and he 
has introduced the phonograph into his 
practice. Deafness in most cases, the 
iliK'tin- says, comes from catarrh. The

PANAMA CANAL. 

The Time for Its Construction Extended— Gov- 
ernment Authorized to Enter Into a 
New Contract If Necessary. 

New Yokk, Jan. 14.— Tho Herald's Pan- 
ama cable says : President Nunez, of the 
United Stutos of Colombia, sends the fol- 
lowing telegram to the Herald from Carta- 
gena, under date of January 12 : Congress 
has approved a law giving an extension of 
time for the construction of tho Panama 
Canal. 

Article 1 of the Act authorizes the Gov- 
ernment to modify, in accordance with cer- 
tain provisions which are enumerated, the 
contract entered into on December 1, 1800, 
between tho Minister of Foreign Relations 
of tho republic and the uttorney for the 
liquidator of the canal, relative to tho ex- 
tension of time for tho beginning of the 
work. 

Article 2 announces that by virtue of tho 
authority contained in tho bill, the Govern- 
ment may extend, under conditions which 
are deemed equitable and convenient, the 
timo originally conceded for the organiza- 
tion of tho new company and for the re- 
sumption of tho work of excavating in a 
serious and permanent manner. 

Article ."i provides that if the Government 
should not make uso of the authority con- 
ferred by article 1 of the new law, it is 
authorized to sign an entirely new contract, 
which will not bu subject to tho approbation 
of Congress. 

Another law just passed by tho Colombian 
Congress decrees ample funds for the gradual 
exchange of paper money for silver.

The total 
defects aro then shown, and with these it is 
an easy matter to make up the allowance by 
deducting the defects from the 100 usually 
allowed. The gentleman whose services have 
been secured to act as poultry judgo is well 
known to many Victorians, ho having 
acted in a like capacity here last year with 
very great satisfaction to all the exhibitors. 

Mr. Oscar Jones, of Seattle, and Rev. J. 
A. Christmas, of Saanich, will act as judges 
of tho dogs. Both aro fanciers, and will 
undoubtedly give satisfaction to all con- 
cerned. 

Tho weather, which is always a great 
consideration, promises well, but of courso 
cannot be depended on, though all who wish 
to see the exhibition as successful as it is 
hoped to be, are looking confidently for 
bright sunny days, such as havo been en- 
joyed during tho past week. At any rate, 
rain or shine, cold weather or warm, 
the show will open at the appointed 
timo. There will bo no '* sound 
of many timbrels," nor yet tho 
mtiBic of a braBS band while the show is in 
progress, for that ia one of the features of a 
dog and poultry show — tho music is fur- 
nished along with and by the exhibits. It's 
n poor rooster that won't try to crow louder 
than bis neighbor, und the best dogs are not 
always those who never bark. 

The admission to tho show for adults is 
L'o cents and 10 cents for children. Mem- 
bership tickets can be obtained on applica- 
tion to tho secretary, Mr. R. P. McLennan. 
These tickets arc sold at SI each and admit 
bearer to the show at any timo during its 
progress. 

It might be mentioned that one of the 
chief features of the exhibition will be the 
celebrated greyhound "Fleet," the property 
of the Colonist. 

The officers of the Association were able 
last evening to announce that Lieut. - 
Governor Dewdney has kindly consented to 
be present on opening dny, and formally de- 
clare the exhibition open at 3 o'clock. 



VICTORIA'S PUBLIC LIBRARY.

To the great majority of 
those who depend on the Public Library for 
a large part ot their reading, it is at present 
open only one evening in the week, which is 
altogether insufficient. X. 



OUR PUIiLIC SCHOOLS. 

To Tin: Ebitok :— I have read with in- 
terest a letter m your issue of today on 
our public schools, and signed " Parent No. 

Although I fully ugreo with most of 
his clearly expressed opinions I must take 
exception to his statement that the appoint- 
incut and dismissal of teachers should be 
left entirely to the Department of Educa- 
tion, and that all power in that direction 
should be wrenched from School Trustees — 
hut my disagreement upon this point is con- 
lined to the cities. 1 n such case I entirely 
differ with Parent No. '.i. and I would go 
further and give to tho City Trustees the 
power of fixing the salaries and tho pay- 
ment of the teachers. The ratepayers of a 
large city contribute the greater part of the 
funds necessary for the support of their 
schools and it is only fair and just that it 
should be left to their discretion to fix tho 
salaries of their school teachers. I know it 
is a fact that in many instances City Trus- 
tees are quite prepared to givo higher 
BEtluries to school teachers than Uioho 
authorized by the Department of Education, 
so as to obtain the best possible class of 
teachers, and I maintain that they should 
have tho right to do ho for the bent fit of 
their own citizens. 

Tho more power nnd the greater the 
responsibility placed upon the City School 
Trustees tho greater will bo tho interest 
liikrn In education and it will act as a lever

Lumber Cargoes for the South— Still 
One More Sealer Off 
for Japan. 

When Collector A. R. Milno last summer 
remonstrated with Copt. Lorentzen, of the 
bark Majestic, upon hia treatment of the 
British sealers whom he brought here from 
Petropaulovsky, ho said to the hard-hearted 
American skipper : 

" Doesn't it over strike you that you may 
be shipwreoked yourself some day ; how 
would you like to he troatod then as you 
have treated those unfortunate men ? " 

Lorentz'iu laughed and shrugged his 
shoulders. 

"Me get wrecked," he said, "I'll take 
my chances." 

He took his chances, for the Majestic was 
old and none ton seaworthy. She was char- 
tered to carry Paget Sound lumber to San 
Francisco, and sailed with a full cirgo be- 
low decks and a top-heavy burden above, 
over a month ago. Tho crew numbered 
thirteen men, and the captain und mate 
each had his little daughter with him " to 
bear him company." 

The Majestic has not yet reached San 
Francisco, and she has been posted as 
"missing" on tho Exchange, which, in 
nine cases out of ten, means Unit the vessel 
so described has made her last port and will 
never be heard from innrc. With her 
heavy deck cargo the Majestic was in fit 
condition to prove a victim cf the sea. 

A San Francisco dispatch of yesterday 
Says : "Tho gale that wrecked tho Volanto 
has evident!} also sent the bark Majestic to 
the bottom. She is now thirty days out 
from Seattle, and was in the storm of D 
ember 23 and 24, She was an old vessel 
and heavily loaded. Tho general opinion 
among sailors is that her scams opened and 
that she went down bodily. 

"'No vestige of her wreckage will evor 
be seen,' was the comment of one ship 
captain this morning. Tho Majestic left 
here on November S last, with general 
cargo for Seattle. She mado a fair passage 
up and after discharging loaded coal for this 
port, silo sailed on tho 13th of December 
If she lived through the terrific southeaster 
of tho following Saturday then she was 
caught again in tho storm that raged all 
Friduy and Christmas ove. 

"Tho bark was 40 years old and has not 
been repaired for 12 years. In consequence, 
the general opinion is that she bus gone to 
tho bottom. The Majestic carried a crow 
of about eleven all told."

Belle out of port yesterday morning. The 
Belle, with Capt. Harris in charge und 
crew of 20 all told, is bound for the Japau 
const, being tho third of tho Victoria fleet 
to get away.

OUR WATER SUPPLY. 

We quite agreo with our very intelligent 
correspondent, Mr. Bennett, that the Citi- 
zens' Association should not dissolve its 
organization or'cease it 1 ; labors because this 
year's election campaign is over. It should, 
on the contrary, bo unceasing in its efforts 
to keep up au interest in civic affairs and to 
aid the voters to come to intelligent and 
sound conclusions on the different mutters 
which will bo certain to come before them. 
What our correspondent himself says about 
the city's water supply shows the necessity 
of the inhabitants of the city havinp full 
and accurate information with respect to 
the subjects with which the city government 
has to deal. It i8 of the very first im- 
portance that the water consumed in the 
city should be pure. The health ot tho 
citizens, to a very considerable extent, de- 
pends upon its purity. Our correspondent 
has come to the conclusion that the water 
we driuk is not pure, and, no doubt, there 
are many in the city who are of the same 
opinion. The ouly authority which 
Mr. Bennett gives for his estimate 
of the quality of the water supplied 
to the city is Sir Matthew llogbie. Now, 
while we are ready to receive tho dictum 
of the Chief Justice on a point of law with 
all due respect, we cannot say that we 
place implicit faith in his decision with re- 
gard to the water conveyed to the city from 
Elk Lake. The proper person to give un 
authoritative opinion on tho composition of 
the city water is an analytical chemist. 
What our correspondent should do, and what 
the Citizens' Association should do, is to get 
the wuter examined by men skilled in the 
analyzition of water and other substances. 
The opinion of any unskilled person, no 
matter how able or how intelligent he may 
be, is simply not worth a straw. Appear- 
ances arc deceptive in this as in other mat- 
ters. When it is possible to find out the 
exact quality of the city's water supply, it 
is not wise to depend upon the guess or mere 
opinion of any man. We need not remind 
our readers of the bad results that follow 
giving anything a bad name, whether that 
jiamo is deserved or not. 

The fair presumption is that the water 
•supplied to this city is as pure as water can 
ha. It comes from a lake in a thinly 
settled part of the country. This lake re- 
ceives its supply from rains and from 
pure streams. It is hardly possible to 
imagine a body of water less liable to con- 
tamination. The water of the lake, boforo 
it reaches the pipes that carry it to the city, 
(lows through a swamp. It is said that in 
its passage through the swamp it receives 
impurities in the shape of decayed and tie- 
caying vegetable matter. It is quite pos- 
sible that the water, when it enters the 
supply pipe, is not so clear or so pure as 
it was when it left the lake. The difference 
between the water in the lake aud tho water 
that flows through the supply pipe can 
easily be ascertained. The Citizens' Ae- 
cociatiou could very readily find out 
the difference, if any, and when it 
is founil should make it widely 
known. If we do not mistake, water taken 
from a city tap was analyzed not very long 
ago and found to be pure. Let it be anal- 
i/.ed again, and let it be compared with Elk 
Lake water taken from the most favorable 
spot and the analyses published. There 
should be no guessing about a matter of such 
vital importance to the city as to tho quality 
of it3 wator supply. And we may add that 
persons not qualified to give an opinion on 
the subject should hesitate before they take 
upon themselves to do the city a serious 
injury by creating the impression that the 
water with which it is supplied is impute 
and consequently unwholesome. 



A QUESTION ANSWERED. 

The Rev. Mr. Flower, an American 
clergyman, has contributed a paper to the 
Arena, in which he answers the question, 
" Are we a prosperous people ? " The 
" people " of whom the question is asked are 
the people of the United States. There are 
thousands both in the Great Republic aud 
in Canada who would emphatically and 
promptly give an affirmative answer to Mr. 
Flower's question, They would say " tho 
American people are prosperous — tho most 
prosperous people under the sun" — feeling 
sure that their confident deolaration did 
not admit of successful contradiction. Well, 
Mr. Flower, who lias inquired into tho con- 
dition of the citiz-'ns of the United Slates, 



does not give eo ready or so cheerful an an- 
swer to his own question. He sees that 
there is a great deal of misery in this coun- 
try supposed to be so prosperous, and ho 
also finds that whole classes who aro 
supposed to be doing well are struggling 
hopelessly under a terrible load of debt. 

When tho advocates of Home Rule want 
to show how poor tho pensantry of Ireland 
are, and in what a miserable condition thoy 
drag out an unhappy existence, they point 
to the number of evictions thero aro every 
year in Ireland. They say that in Ireland, 
in 1890, thero wero as many as live thous- 
and evictions. The umount of misery and 
suffering that this fact implies is almost uu- 
imaginable. What must bo the condition of 
a community in which thousands of poor 
people are every year made homeless '! 
The thought of what these poor people have 
to go through is enough to make persons 
who aro not remarkable for their tenderness 
of heart shudder. But in a single city in 
the United States thero were nearly fivu 
times as many evictions in 1S90 as there 
were in the whole of Ireland. The eviction 
warrants in the city of New York in that 
yoar wero twenty-three thousand eight hun- 
dred. In one judicial district in New York 
there wore issued last year six thousand one 
hundred eviction warrants. In that great 
city, the abode of hundreds of millionaires, 
in the year ending September I, 1892, tho 
enormous number of twenty-nine thousand 
se\cn hundred and twenty eviction warrants 
were issued. 13 there any ono who 
can imagine tho hopeless poverty, 
the misery and the destitution which 
this state of things implies ? Allowing that 
thero were Qve persons in every one of the 
evicted households, wo have an aggregate 
of 148,(300 persons in the largest and 
wealthiest city of the United States made 
homeless. It must bo remembered that 
these facts aro given not by an enemy of the 
United States but by one of its own citizens 
writing for their information and edifica- 
tion. He reminds them that they cannot 
be properly considered prosperous when in 
a singlo year, after every allowance is made, 
as many as ono hundred thousand persons 
aro made outcasts. 

But poverty in the United States is not 
confined to its great cities. It is found that 
the rural population cannot live and keep 
out of debt. The farmers of soino of the 
most fertile states, although sober and in- 
dustrious, aro obliged to mortgage not only 
their farms, but their stock aud their farm- 
ing implements. In the state of Nebraska, in 
tho year ending May 31, 1892, the total of 
the mortgages filed amounted to $59,015,410 
and total released §41, 091,195, leaving the 
burden on the land increased by $18,221,221. 
There were besides 12,100 mortgages on 
farms and lots satisfied by foreclosures. 
The amount of the chattel mortgages filed 
was $t25,i:!8,O10. The mortgage indebted- 
ness of five of the richest agricultural states 
of the Union is literally enormous. Here 
are the figures :

When these figures are studied tho secret 
of tho Farmers Alliance will bo revealed. 
It is hardly a mutter of wonder that farm- 
era _ groaning under such a load of debt 
and not having an extensive knowledge of 
political science should look to the State to 
relieve them of their burden, and should 
listen eagerly to fanatics and demagogues 
who promised to extricate them from 
a Slough of Despond blacker and deeper 
than the one which the " inspired 
tinker " saw in his dream. Yet 
these hopelessly embarrassed cultivators 
of the soil form a very considerable 
proportion of what is represented to 
Canadians as the most prosperous nation 
that the sun shines on. And these Western 
farmers art not the only men in tho United 
States who have found it necessary to mort- 
gage possessions nominally theirs. There 
are now in Washington abstracts of about 
nine million mortgages. This gives one 
mortgago for every seven inhabitants. Mr. 
Flower's inquiries have not raised his 
spirits or caused him to contemplate the 
future of tho Great Republic cheerfully. 
An intelligent study of them ought to con- 
vince Canadians that it would be wise in 
them, when annexationists try lo undermine 
their loyalty, toinquiro into the cause of tho 
condition of things in the United States 
which tho Rev. Mr. Flower has brought to 

light. ( 

THE RIGHT COURSE. 

It is more than probablo that tho 
report that tho Toronto Umpire will 
announce to-morrow that the tariff of 
oinal tolls adopted for this year 
puts un end to all discrimination against 
vessels, merchandise and citizens of the 
United States, is perfectly true. Tho re- 
mission of tollB on grain-laden vessels bound 
to Montreal was construed by the United 
States Government as a discrimination 
against Amoricans, and it certainly hud 
that appearance. It is, therefore, wise in 
the Dominion to discontinue the practice 
and to carry out tho terms of tho Washing- 
ton treaty in such a way that the United 
States will not have the shadow of a cauno for 
complaint. It would indeed have been better

to have put all vessels on exactly the same 
footing as soon as it was found that . the 
Americans looked upon the regulation 
granting remission of tolls to vessels bound 
to Canadian ports as obnoxious aud as a 
breach of faith. It is of tho first importance 
that the parties to an agreement, whether 
they are nations or individuals, should bo 
porfectly confident that each will carry out 
its conditions to tho lotter. It is better to 
suffer inconvenience and loss than to give 
tho slightest cause for an imputation of bad 
faith. Wo are, therefore, pleased to see 
that tho Government yieldod this point. 
It required some courago to do bo, for, as 
tho Americans have retaliated, those who 
are unfriendly to Canada and its Govern- 
ment will bo pretty sure to say that the 
concession was made under compulsion. 



EDITORIAL COMMENT.

Its statistics are 
remarkably full and well arranged. The 
person who wroto it is evidently well 
acquainted with the Province, is impressed 
with its importance and takes a great inter- 
est in its welfare.

NO INTERFERENCE. 

[St. Paul Pioneer Press.l 
The report is made public again, this 
time with emphasis and an apparent basis 
of fact bonea h it, that the president is 
about to send a message to congress ad- 
vising such restrictions of tho privileges 
now granted to Canadian roads as would 
practically exclude them from tho Amer- 
ican carrying trade. Wo should much 
prefer to disbelieve altogether that Pros 
ident Harrison could make Buch a mis 
take, if the rumor had not gained strength 
and persistency for months past, and 
were not now put forward in a way to 
give it credibility. Nor is it possible to 
discuss fairly and exhaustively any such 
contemplated action until it has been 
taken and reasons assigned for it. But 
still the Northwest will enter its protest 
at all times and seasons, and that protest, 
we believe, will bo heedod. 

The proposition is that congress shall 
put an end to the priviloge of shipment 
iu bond orer Canadian routes. This 
would bo practically a prohibition of all 
international railway traffic ; since the an 
noyance and expense of transit under the 
new conditions would bo such as to cut 
out the Canadian routes from American 
business. It would be, very like, a "blow 
at Canada ;" but what wo want to strike

When tho Dominion gives a thrust at us, 
as in tho case of her discriminating canal 
tolls, let us defend ourselves and givo aa 
good as wo got. But tho business of sit- 
ting up late at night to study out a now 
way of annoying a smaller and weaker 
neighbor is a petty one at best. And tho 
annoyance would fall vory much iliure 
heavily on tho American public than on 
any Canadian interest whatever. 

It is simply inconceivable that any con- 
gress should over forbid by law the peo- 
ple of the Unitod States to enjoy the ad- 
vantages of all tho railway competition 
within their reach. And this is all that 
this interference could mean. The Can- 
adian Pacific and the Grand Trunk, which 
are tho principal foreign corporations 
having entrance hero, are valuable in as- 
sisting to secure to our people lower rates 
of transportation. To shut them out, to 
put them on tho black list, would be ar. 
injury to the poople which they would 
not bo slow to resent. This is tho inoro 
truo in that, as far as can bo learned, the 
Canadian roads are not more disturbing 
factors in the situation, not more inelino i 
to cut rates or to disobey the rules of the 
intorstato law than our own corporations. 
It ia this, tho practical parity of situation, 
which would mako any interference of 
the kind contemplated particularly aggra- 
vating and difficult to excuse, it is sug- 
gestive, and it ought to bo instructive to 
those who have boon persuaded that wo 
ought to givo tho Canadian roads a black 
oyo, that in the same column of the daily 
paper with the report from Washington 
suiting that such a measure was in pre- 
paration, bocauso of tho unfairness of 
Canadian competition, there occurred this 
statement, mado in connection with an 
entirely dilferent mattor, by a prominent 
railway man : " It ia fortunate for the 
tranquillity of transcontinental interests 



that the Canadian Pacific considers itself 
bound by tho intorstato commerce law. 
Being a government road, and having the 
ontire country at its back, so to speak, it 
could play havoc with rates if its manage- 
ment so desired. So far it has displayed 
no such intention." A voluntary tribute 
like this makes short work of the protense 
that Canadian compo'ition is unfair and 
intolerable. Thero will be a large-Bizod 
row in this country if our people aro shut 
out from tho benefits of a connection 
with the railway carriers to the north of 



THE UMBRIA'S BROKEN SHAFT. 1 

Tho accident which kopt the ocean 
racer Umbria of the Cunard line so long 
at sea developed ono interesting fuature. 
Laboring under disadvantages of tho most 
embarrassing character and with few of 
tho shipynrd's powerful appliances tho 
enginoers of the Umbria repaired ono of 
tho great steel beams that helped to drivo 
tho screw, patching the break so well that 
tho liner was able to finish the voyuge to 
New York undor her own steam. 

This is said to be tho first instance on 
record of tlio successful repairing of a 
broken shaft at sea. 

To accomplish this mechanical feat tho 
Umbria's engineers bored through 180 
inchoB of solid steel between nightfall of 
December 23 and (3 o'clock on December 
26. Ten men did tho work, and dur- 
ing overy hour of tho seventy-two fivo of 
! hem wero boring. They slept and work- 
ed six hours alternately. 

For the benefit of thoso who are not 
familiar witli the machinery of an ocean 
steamer it may be well to stato that tho 
Umbria's shaft is composed of six pieces, 
The tail piece, to which tho propeller is 
attached is 27 feet long <iiid weighs thirty- 
seven tons. Bolted to tho inboard ond 
of this shaft by means of flanges is anoth 
or shaft 31 foot long. Threo others of 
tho same longth reach to tho engine. 

Tho shaft which broke is the ono near- 
oat tho engine. It is called the thrust 
shaft. Twelve feet abaft the after bear- 
ing on the engine is tho thrust block car- 
riage, in which the shaft revolves. It ex- 
tends aft about twenty feet. Fitting 
snugly down on top of the shaft for tho 
whole longth of tho carriage are fourteen 
thrust bars. They aro about a foot apart, 
and each has its oil box and water tu l o 
directly ovor the contro of the shaft. All 
tho strain of tho ponderous engines' dri 
ing power concentrates at this point of 
tho Bhaft, and these thrust b.rsat close 
intervals bind the shaft down to its place. 

Seven-eighths of tho entire circumfer 
once of the shaft shows a fracture. Two 
of the breaks aro diagonal and the other 
horizontal. Four thrust bars were first 
removed by the chief's •rders. Most of 
the hoisting gear at hand was broken in 
accomplishing this work. Underneath 
the thrust bars on the shaft are project 
ing rings fourteen inches apart. The 
break happened to bo between two of 
these rings, so that tho chief saw at onco 
thst if threo of his Bparo 5$-inch bol s 
could bo let into the rings flush with tho 
tops and screwed up they would relieve 
the broken part of the shaft, and in fact 
hold it securely enough to portnit tho 
working of the engines. 

It was easier said than done. With 
nothing but hand drills and coldchisels to 
work with tho men set about the job. It 
took tweuty hours to drill the first socket 
in the ring on tho shaft. The bolts wero 
found to be too long and the threads had 
to be reset. Then came ono of tho worst 
delays. Tho nuta that were to hold the 
bolts in place wero too thick to allow the 
shaft to revolve. Each nut had to bo 
split in half, and to do this required 
thirty-six holes, drilled from tho outsido 
of the nut to its centre, each hole in the 
solid steel being from one to two inches 
deep. All threo nuts had to be split and 
three sockets cut in tho rings. The chief 
trouble was the fact that only ono man at 
a time could work at the coldchisels. As 
soon as one was tired anothor took his 
placo. One man was kept at tho forge 
all tho time. All tho tools on board wore 
brought into uso. 

When at last tho threo bolts were in 
position and screwed up " beam-grabs" 
were fastened to an athwartship beam 
near the break. From them a doublo 
chain sling was passed under the shatt 
and set up taut with turnbucklo and a 
shackle that the crow found on the broken 
end of tho wire hawser which tho Bohe- 
mia left behind her when sho stopped 
towing the Umbria. A shore of stout 
oak waa put under tho beam to take some 
of the strain. 

An extra ring was finally put around 
tho Bhaft right ovor the break and be- 
tween the two rings that now held the 
shaft. This also was scraped up taut, 
md it held very well. Tho engines were 
atari ed, but the Strain proved too great, 
and tho head of ono "f the bolts that hud 
boon inserted gave way. A new bolt waH 
nut in placo after sixtoon hours of chisel- 
ing and wedging. Then tho engines wore 
started. Tho repair waa perfect, mid the 
Umbria was herself ag.in. 

NINETY-SEVEN MILES AN HOUR. 

On Friday, Novembor 18, engine 3*6 
of tho Central of Now Jersey, the 
Vauclain four-cylindor compound, which 
several months ago mado a record of 9l 
miles an h ur, travelled a milo in 37 sec- 
onds, and two consecutivo miles in 7o 
seconds, thus beating its own record aa 
well as all others. This waa done with a 
regular train of four cars, going east, be- 
tween Fanwood, N.J., and Westlield, the 
grade being 32 foot per milo, descending. 
On the same trip a distance of live miles 
was traversed in 3 mill. 25 sec, thus 
making the best record for that distance 
(87.8 miles an hour). This was between 
aomortoti and Parkland, Pa., on tho 
Reading, which is tho same portion of the 
road whore so much fast running has 
been done heretofore. Tho grade hore 
ia partly descending at '1 and at S7 foot, 
por mile ana partly level. This engine 
No. 335, has four 78-inch driving wheels, 
weighs 62 tons, with +4 i -5 tons on the 
drivers. — Railroad Gazette.

SCIENTIFIC MISCELLANY. 

Scoar Cane hiom Seeds. — Sinco the 
interest! Mg discovery that cultivated 
form3 i sugar we have not entirely lost 
their' ower of /oducing seed, expori 
merit" havo been boi»un with a viow of 
impr*~*f"ig this important plant. During 
tho IT, no years several hundred Beed- 
ling canes have been raised at Barbados, 
Java „nd Kew. Tho variations among 
them have boen considerable, and, while 
a protracted syatom of experiment and 
selection will bo necessary to secure the 
best possiblo rosults, a few of tho seed- 
ling canos havo proven to be of especial 
valuo, and at least one grown in British 
Guiana from a batch of Barbados seed- 
lings, and called tho Scard cane, has been 
pronounced superior to any of the pre- 
viously existing canes. It is probable 
that many other improved sorts will be 
produced. 

Pjjrcei'tion ok Colors. — A curious 
observation has b j en reported to the 
French Academy by M. A. Chaveau. If 
ono goes to sleep on a seat placed oblique- 
ly in front of » window which allows the 
light from white clouds to fall equally on 
both eyos, tho colored objects in the room 
appear illuminated with a very bright 
green light during a very short interval 
as tho eyelids are opened. Tho phenom- 
enon is observed only at the moment of 
awakening from a profound sleep. From 
this it is concluded that there aro distinct 
nerve centres for green, and probably 
also for red and violet, and that tho por- 
ceptive centres for green first regain ac- 
tivity on awakening. 

Another oloctric signal for ships ap- 
proaching coast lines in fogs has been 
tried with some succoss by Mr. Charles 
Stevenson. An intermittent current is 
passed through a cable laid in deep water 
at some distance off the shore, and when 
a vessel crosses tho cable an instrument 
on board detects and indicates tho cur- 
rent. 

A novel use of aluminum is for slate 
pencils, which are being made by a Ger- 
man company. They are very durable. 
The writing is as clear as that made with 
ordinary pencils, and it can be erased 
with a wet sponge. 

A Novel Coating fob Ships' Bot- 
toms. — An idea of Mr. J. Bridges Lee, 
of London, consists in sheathing vessels 
with copper, amalgamating the entire ex- 
ternal surf tee of the copper with mercury, 
and joining up tho motal to tho negative 
pole of a galvanic battory or direct cur- 
rent dynamo. Tho positive pole must be 
led to earth connection, preferably in ad- 
vance of tho vessel's bow. The chief ad- 
vantages claimed aro that the exposed 
surface of tho sheathing will be kept ex- 
ceptionally smooth, bright and clean ; 
that the aurfaco will not afford good hold 
for barna^lea and other marine growths ; 
that akin resistance will bo much reduced, 
not only by tho smoothness but also by 
the electrolytic generation of gas bubbles. 
It is estimated that the reduced resist- 
ance will more than compensate for the 
cost of maintaining the electric current ; 
and that sufficient gold and silver will be 
deposited on tho sheathing from the 
water to repay moro than the value of 
the mercury lost. 

Expected Immigrants. — Pomologists 
have been warned by Prof. C V. Riley 
against two foreign insects that aro likely 
to appear in the Unitod States. The 
peach coratitis is a subtropical insoct re 
semblmg the apple maggot, ia oxtremcly 
destructive to tho peach crop of Bermuda, 
and would doubtless prove very trouble- 
some in Florida and Georgia. The Ja 
panoso peach fruit-worm is allied to the 
codling moth, and iu some seasons dam- 
ages ninety por eont. of the peach crop of 
Japan. 

A gaugo tube for boilora that will not 
crack from unequal co ling has boon 
made by Dr. Schlot, of Jena, by combin- 
ing two qualities of glass of different ex- 
pansibility. A tube of this kind was 
heated with an ordinary ono to about 
425 ° Fahr. and plunged in cold water, 
when the second glass cracked all ovor 
while the first waa not injured. 

Like othor largo animals, tho elephant 
is being exterminated. Reproduction is 
slow, while ivory hunters aro slaughter- 
ing 75,000 a year in Africa. Mr. A. G. 
Povorli, P. Z. S., suggests an effort to 
induce tho hunters to capture tho animals 
alive and saw off iho tusks. Tho tusks 
aro solid, and the process wuuld bo a hu- 
mane and painless one. 

" The United States," says Prof. Loow 
of the University of Munich, " is bound 
to become in every scientific branch tho 
first country on earth. This ia my firm 
conviction." 

Magnetic SlOBMS.-If tho inferences 
of Lord Kelvin be true, it may bo neces- 
sary to discard tho favorite idea that mag- 
netic storms, or disturbances of tho 
earth's magnetism, are connected with 
Bini spots. Tho sun and tho planets aro 
probably all permanent magnets— tho 
sun much the mightiest of all. But if 
meteoric impact, or any other possible 
dynamical action within the run or in his 
atmosphere, produced, for example, tho 
terrestrial magnetic storm of Juno 25, 
1880, the roc rded changes indicate that 
the agent must have worked at aomo hing 
ike 160 million million million million 
horso power, which is about 364 times 
the total horau power of the solar radia- 
tion. Thus, in tho eight hours of a not 
very severe magno ic storm, as much 
work must havo been done by tho sun in 
sonding magnetic waves out in all direc- 
tions through spaco as ho actually does 
in four months of his regular light and 
heat. This seoms to show conclusively 
that magnetic storms do not depend upon 
tho magnetic action of tho sun. Tho in- 
vestigations of SchuBtor have proven that 
tho disturbance is not within the earth, 
and it is certainly evident that the aurora 
ibovo tho surface and tho earth currents 
below aro in full working sympathy with 
magnetic storms. While those facts aro 
known, however, wo are far from having 
my satisfactory explanation of uny of the 
narvellous magnetic phenomena of the 
earth. 

Power for England's Cities. — Tho 
great schoino of Mr. B. H. Thwaito, the 
Britiah engineer, differs from that of tho 



Niagara Power Company in proposing to 
distribute) enormous electric power over a 
considerable portion of England's manu- 
facturing area instead of furnishing it 
only to the few who can locato noar tho 
dynamos. His power would be derived 
from coal instead of water, but he would 
burn tho fuel at tho mines, where it costs 
but lutle. He would uso gaa engines of 
not more than 500 horse power each, and 
would transmit tho power by high pres- 
sure alternating currents. From one sta- 
tion he would supply tlio centres of in- 
dustry of Lancashire and the area adjoin- 
ing tho ship canal ; from a second, those 
of Yorkshire ; and from a third, those of 
tho Midlands and London. With this 
system of power distribution completed, 
Mr. Thwaite believes that no othor area 
in tho world would havo such facilities 
for cheap industrial production as that 
along tho Manchester ship canal. 

PRECAUTIONS AUAINST JHOLERA, 

The Local Government board have 
notified the town council of Liverpool 
that they are about to hold inquiry, em- 
bracing all that portion of tho Meraoy sit- 
uate within the customs ports of Liverpool 
and Runcorn, with a viow of plac ng the 
port sanitary administration of tlio nvor 
iu a better state of preparodness to deal 
with cholera. Wo understand that the 
Board huve in immediate contemplation 
tho renewal of the cholera survey, 
carried out during tho past summer, of 
port and other coast sanitary districts, 
on tho lines of the survey of l88j-8b. 
The scheme is likewise- intended to em- 
brace inspection of certain inland sani- 
tary areas that stand in need of further 
visit on account of their unpreparednesB 
to resist tho Bproad of cholera if once in- 
troduced. If the expected outbreak of 
cholera in Western Europe noxt spring 
and summer does occur, tho stray cases 
brought to our Bhores will doubtless bo 
very much moro numerous than during 
the past few months, Binco the disease 
has already infected the whole weBt 
coast lino of Europe from St. Petersburg 
to Lorient. Thus not only may England 
bo exposed to infection by a greater num- 
ber of cases of cholera, but also this£da"n- 
ger for a longer period than last year. 
In theae circumstances it can hardly bo 
held reasonable to anticipate Buch prac- 
tical immunity from cholera at our great 
seaports as has been experienced this 
year, and the danger of carrying infection 
from large to small shipping port3 by 
coasting traffic will ariso, hence it is sat- 
isfactory to learn that it is proposed, so 
faraB may be, to visit all riparian author- 
ities, groat and small, since the moBt in - 
significant seaport village might, by its 
unpreparedness, prove a distinct danger 
to tho whole country. We are pleased 
to hear that the Medical Department ih 
not to be handicapped in its vast and im- 
portant duty, since additions, both per- 
manent and for a term of months, to the 
inspectorate have been authorized. — 
British Medical Journal.

Thereupon thoro 
was a dispute, and in order to settle it 
the ch irman telephoned to an old es- 
tablished Paris paper asking them to 
look up their filo of the date in question. 
They did so, and the answorwas received 
that tho Inandi was right. As, however, 
his challenger refused to pay the 10o 
francs ns promised, Inandi brougut an 
action in tho courts to recover the sum. 
Tho defence was that the bet was in the 
nature of agamUingtransaction^ndthere- 
foreillegal. but this was withdrawn, and the 
money was paid. 

GOLD EXPORTED FROM AMERICA. 

Washington, Dec. 20.— Mr. Foster, 
Secretary of the Treasurey, in an inter- 
view regarding the heavy gold shipments, 
said : "Tho situation is satisfactory. 
List month tho exports of gold amounted 
to 87,000,000, but tho Treasury lost only 
850 ',0(lu. Tho rosorvo limit is fixed at 
$i0ti,000,000, but the Treasury has 82 v 
n00,(i00 ovor tho amount. The balance 
of trado is in our favor at tho rate. of 
82 ',000,000 per month. Gold will 
certainly find its way back. Last month 
wo exported moro provisions than ovor 
before, and I believe that tho showing 
fur December will be equally good. 1 
am confident of hoing able to maintain at 
tho present figure tho gold reserve in tho 
Treasury." Mr. Foster has resolved to 
disburso curroncy of any character or de- 
nomination at any point in tho United 
States where it may be needed in ex- 
change for gold deposited in any sub- 
Treasury, except in San Francisco. His 
object is to ropair, as far as possible, the 
inroads upon the government gold result- 
ing from the recent shipments. The 
Treasury's advices stato that the finan- 
cial excitement is practically ovor.

Tie little Woman at Ion* Pine StatN>"n-The 
i ,:811ent City. 

[CopyrlKht, 1893. bT Charles B. Lewls.1 
Iu the building of the firat great trunjc 
. line ot -railroad across the - continent up- 
wards of 10,000 men woro "killed by ln- 
diuna or met death tlirough sickness or 
accident. During the first three or four 
yeara of train aeryica tramps and toughs 
and terrora made life a burden for all 
train conductors, and the small statii.ns 
wore entirely at tlteir mercy. There 
wore plenty of telegraph operators out of 
a job who could not bo induced to take a. 
lono station at any salary, and sometimes 
the company bad to send three men to a 
station where thero was little or nothing 
for one to do 

Lone Pino station was up in the moun- 
tains, just at the east ond of a long 
stieicli of snow sheds. It was thirteen 
miles from Bad Ceek to the west and 
eleven from Big Rook to the east. The 
names of these stations, together with 
dozens of otfVra, have- since boon 
changed. At the date I write of a niau 
named 01 rk had the Big Rock station 
I had Dad Creek, and a now sgent and. 
operator had just taken possession of 
Lono Pine. That station h d been 
vacant for a week. It had been held by 
a young man named Reed for about threo 
months, but one night ho was found dead 
and robbed— the work of the lawless 
element then over-running the west. 
The first news I got from the new agent 
came from herself over the wire ono 
afternoon, and this is what she said : 

"Allow me to introduce myself as Mrs. 
Iladley, the new azent at Lono Pi e. 
1 am ju*t out from Chicago. Charming 
place this, and I know I shall like it. 
Hope to become better acquainted. 

1 found out later that she whs a widow 
about twenty-sis years old, good looking, 
well educated and possosaed plenty of 
courage and common senBe. J ust why 
she didn't do as most other widows do 
was no one's business but her own. Find- 
ing that sho must earn her own living, 
she learned telegraphy and came down 
the road in search of a place. ! They 
didn't want to give her tlio station at 
Lone Pine, but she was so persistent 
that she was finally installed. As at 
many other s atiims, she had to gather 
her own lirewood and cook her own pro- 
visions, and thero woro many annoyances 
to be encountered. 

Clark and 1 were both knocked out to 
find that a woman had been sent to Lone 
Pino. Had it been a man we should 
have expected him to take care of him- 
aelf, hut as it was a woman we couldn't 
help but worry. There was hardly n 
day that we didn't have to drive some 
tough out of our houses at the muzzle of 
a shotgun, and both of us had twice been 
held up and cleaned out by gangs. . Her 
station was even more isolated,, and 
though her sex might bo respected- by 
some thero wore men abroad as wicked as 
the old time pirates. In response to our 
innuiries she assured na that »ho had 
been provided with the regular outfit of 
weapons by the company, and that she 
should not hesitate to Bhoot if aha found 
it necessary. 

It was in May when the little woman 
took possession. In describing her 1 
did not say that she was little but ■ such 
was the fact. Her weight was not over 
100 pounds, and sho looked more like a 
girl of sixteen than a woman of twenty- 
six. I got a chance to ran up and see 
her one afternoon in the month and 
found her nicely settled. She had . been 
more or less annoyed by roughs, but 
there had been no occasion to test her 
nerve as yet. I found her double- 
barreled shotgun loaded with buckshot, 
and her navy rovolver ready forbusmess, 
and sho assured me ttiHt she should not 
hesitato to fire upon any. man who men- 
aced her safety. 

I went hnme much relieved in mind. 
Outside of the fraternal feeling so strong 
am..ng the brotherhood of th key, there 
was something in the thought of that 
little woinau hoi' a, perched up there 
alone among the grim hills and wild for- 
ests calculated to .keep a man awake when 
ho should have been Bound asleep in _ his 
cot. The first alarm came ono night 
early in July. In the forenoon of that 
day two very rough looking men had 
come up the track from the west. They 
halted at my station, sized me up and 
thou demanded something to. cat. I 
might have given them a bite had they 
requested instead of demanded; but when 
I saw that they meant to pick a quarrel 
and have an excime for assaulting 
and robbing mo 1 br uglit out a shot- 
gun and obliged them to walk on. As 
soon as they were out of sig' t I notified 
the little woman at Lono Pine to look 
out for thorn. She replied that Bhe 
would, and up to 10 o'clock at night I 
heard from her every hour, hut the 
tramps had not put in an appearanco L 
was 11:30 o'clock and I was sound asleep 
when 1 heard Lono Pine call me over tin- 
wire. I rolled olf my cot and ran to the 
instrument and asked what was wanted. 

"The tramps are here," was tho reply. 
"They are knocking at tho door and ask- 
ing for food and shelter," 

"But don't let them in. Get down 
your shotgun, lay it ncross the table, 
with the muzzles oointed at the the doo , 
and if they break in pull b»th iriggors I" 
"They aro cursing mo and declarin 
they will set the cabin on fire if I don'i 
open tho door I" telegraphed the little 
woman a moment later. 

"If you open tho door thoy will mur- 
der you 1 You have a Bliding window to 
the right of your door if I remember 
right?" 
"Yes." 

"Take your revolver, slide tho sa8h 
back and lire upon the fellowB I" 

"But I might kill ono of them I" 

"That's what you want to do— both if 
possible I If you show any fear of them 
they will batter the door in, and then 
God help you I" 

•'It's awful to shoot" 

Then came a break. I knew that the 
fellows wore ninking some demonstration 
which obliged hoi- to act, and during the 
next sixty seconds 1 hoard every beat of 
my heart. Thou came the tremulouB 
mossago : 

"l—I've shot one of them, and what— 
what shall I do about it'?" 
i "Did you fire from tho window ?" 

"Yes." 

"Don't do anything except wait and 
watch. If you havo hit one, tho other 
will likoly make off If ho tries to get 



iu, however; givco him the samo dose. 
Do you hear him About?" 
> "No; I'think Ws moved off;* but tlio 
ono .1; shot is groaning., and taking on 
awfully." 

"Let him groan. You'll have a- tram 
from the east in thirty- five minutes.- 
Keep mo advised." I had two more 
messages beforo the train, reached her. 
One was that the man had ceased to 
groan and was probably dead, and tho 
other was that the other tramp had tried 
to burst open tho door, but had been 
driven off by her firing one barrel of her 
shotgun into it from her side. When 
the train rolled in a dead man was 'found 
;»t tho door and a wouuded one lying on 
the grcund a few yards away. ) Thore 
wasn't any inquosting on the dead. The 
body waa carried a few miloa west and 
dropped into a gulch, and tho wounded 
man, who had half a dozen buckshot in 
his ahoulder, was turned uver to the first 
sheriff". The little woman's adventure 
made her a heroine for many weeks, and 
1 was not mean enough to lot on that I 
had been obliged to brace her up and, 
direct oporations.from a distanco of thir- 
teen miles. 

Everything wont well at Lone Pine 
until the. 13Lh. of, September. That fall 
thero was a regular army of tramps 
headed for ihe west, and the employees 
of every passenger and. freight- train h<d 
to bo armed to the teeth. In Bomo in- 
stances tho gangs took possession of 
freight trains and ran them to suit their 
own convenience. Tho number of traiii- 
mon killed or wounded overy - week . was 
something astonishing. - On tho 13th. a 
gang of twenty tramps Boized a freight 
train at a water tank twenty miles east of 
Big Rock and. ran it to that station. 
There happened to bo a big construction 
gaj g at Big Kock, and they turned to 
and overpowered the tramps and i scat- 
tered them in every direction. It began 
raining at 2 o'clock in the afternoon, and 
when niuht foil it was as dark as pitch. 
At 8 o'clock a train louded with bridge 
material and accompanied by twelve 
mechanics reached my Btotion from the 
west on its way' to Big Rock, 

Just as it came in I got wordi from 
Clark over the wire that a landslido had 
occurred between him and Lone Pine, 
and no trains would be able to paBs it be- 
fore next day. This you will observe 
cut Lone Pine off on the east, and it held 
ihe bridge train at my. station, I 
turned in about 11 o'clock, with tho rain 
coining down as if everything was to ;be 
drowned out, ahd it was just half an hour 
after midnight when L was called by the 
little woman at Lone Pino, i ' / 

"I'm sorry.to disturb you," she isaid, 
"but I fear I'm going to have trouble." , 

"What's wrong?" 

"A number of those trampB who i were 
bounced at Big Rock to-day. have reached 
hero and taken possession of two empty 
freight cars on tho siding. The whole 
crowd is half drunk and raising Cain."

"Well, don't show any light, and you 
had better bunk down on your cot. , -The 
fellows will get over their hilarity pretty 
soon." 

It was five minutes before I heard 
from her again. The engine of tho 
freight train was standing almost op- 
posite the door, and during the interval 
I weut out and roused tho sleoping en- 
gineer and fireman and told them what 
was going on at Lone Pine. If things 
got desperate v,ith the little woman 1 pro- 
posed to take half a dozen of thai me- 
chanics and go up to her relief. When 
she called me again she said : 

"One of the gang haa routed nie up 
and demanded whisky at'd something to 
eat. When I ordered him away he made 
threats of what he would do." 

"Don't get Bhaky," I replied. Vlt's 
probably a bluff. Construction No. , 8, is 
lying here, and in caso you need help a 
lot of us will come up on the engine. 
We'll have a clear road and can make it 
iu fifteen minutes." 

It was seven minutes before sho called 
again, The locomotive had been fired 
up, and the fireman had gone back to the 
caboose and routed cut six men who. had 
revolvors, and they wero ready to make a 
lightnirjg dash with us. 

"You remember the old caboose car at 
the end of the side track 1" I queried the 
little woman at Lone Pine. 

"YeB." 

"Well, they have mado a bonfire of it, 
and it's blazing away even in this rai' . 
There «re fourteen of tho fellowB and the 
toughest lot I've over seen. I think they 
mean to attack the house. Hadn't you 
better come up ?" 

"1 don't want to tako the rcspotiBi 
bility unless it iB positively necessary. 
You are expected to stand them off if you 
can. No one will blame you if you wipe 
out the whylo gang.

Three or four minutes slipped nway, 
and then sho announced that they had 
given her five minutes in which to sur- 
render, and that one of tho empty freight 
cars hnd been tired.

"You have a Btout shutter at tho window, 
nd thoy can only attack by way of; the 
door, if a all. They can't shoulder it in 
with two bars across it, and if they bring 
up a battering ram you want to iiro on 
them thruugh the lower panels. " 
• What waa to bo the last messago- came 
bout ten minutes later. ij 
'They brought up a beam," tele- 
graphed the Jittlo woman, "and I gave 
them the buckBhot through tho lower 
panels. I think I hit three or four. 
Some of them aro now ..firing into the 
house, while others are bringing up fire- 
brands to burn mo out." 

"Coming— don't give up I" I rattled off 
to her, and thirty seconds later tho en- 
due wa3 moving away with our crowd. 
We had a we track, but a clear run, and 
after tho first two miles wo simply flow. 
We had aomu fear that the fellowB might 
have turned tho switch or pushod a 
freight car down on the main track, but 
no such idea had occurred to them. We 
went through two miles of snow -shedding 
like a rocket shooting along a tuba, and 
when wo popped out at the eastern end 
wo were am ng the tramps. Tho two 
■ars were bl zing away, and a tire had 
just been started in a third, Firebrands 
wero piled up against the houso at threo 



differpnt placoi, and three or four fellows 
with levolvers woro blazing away at the 
door and window. 

Before the -engine- had . come to a | stop 
we. dropped off and began shooting to 
kill, and iu five minutes had cleaned out 
thes gang Perhaps you remember the 
way that certain newspapers pitched into 
us about that affair, calling it a massacre 
und howling for our arrest. Thero wero 
four killed and soven wounded. ' Three 
men wero hit when the little woman 
fired through the door 1 know .what 
became of the killed, for 1 helped to bury 
them, but the wounded woio taken east 
that aft- rnoon. t 

When the little woman opened the 
door to us she had her revolver in her 
loft hand, because one of thoBtray bullets 
had passed through tho palm of her 
right. , She had also been grazed on the 
slioulder, and two bullets had passed 
through her clothing. • She hadi lircd 
bot h barrels of the Bhotgun and eleven 
bullets from the revolver and was j doing 
bravely well when we turned the scales. 
And did she continue at Lone Pine? Oh, 
no. A division superintendent fell in 
love with her, rearnused the tonder pas- 
sion in her breast, and away she went to 
settle down on the Pacific slopo and bo- 
came a nobody— that is, alio couldnlt be a 
heroine any more. ,., 

. THE SILENT CITV. 

• .This is the fourth day since we. realized 
that we wero lost. We have kept tho 
VUack, mountains to our backs and our 
faces to tho west. There are six of us, 
bub two are blinded and must bo led 
along. Our guido ia ono of them, olao we 
should not havo gono wrong. 

•Over sterile plains, over waste* of i sand, 
over miles of thicket and i sorub and 
broken gr und, and now the afternoon is 
waning. The last food was eaton thirty 
hours ago— tho last few drops of wator 
weru to.moiaten the crumbs. It ia « piti- 
ful sight to watch men who thirst. \ They 
stagger as they .walk. • They clutch at 
spaco with thoir fingers. They are, dead 
to each-other, saying never a wordi from 
hour to hour,' They seem >to aUre into 
vacancy as they walk, and tho smile which 
flita over the. face now and -then is the 
laugh of an idiot. . And .there ia a feeling 
of selfishness in each breast never known 
bofore— novor.to be known again. I T»ey 
watch eaoh other like wild beasts, i It is 
tho fear that one may discover a , great 
lake or river of pure cold water and. drain 
it to tho last drop beforo tho others come 
up. 

It is- sand here— a soil on which never 
a spear of grass will take root. It blisters 
our feot anew as we toil on. Somotimes 
the great rattlosnakcs will crawl grudg- 
ingly away at .aight. of us, butoftoner we 
must turn aside und make a now path. It 
is a, plain of horror and desolation.- (Even 
the atmosphere above it is given over to 
the vulture alone. . What hope have we ? 
Why not lie. down and dio ? 

Since noon every eye has been fastened 
on a green Bpot miles away. There are 
trees there— WBter, shelter, perhaps peo- 
ple and food. To the right and loft we 
can see green mountains. Wo raised no 
shout at sight of- this haven. Thirst had 
benumbed and silenced ub. Our tongues 
wero Bticks — our lips oi-ackod and bleed- 
ing. : Plodding, staggering, stumbling, 
•wo press forward, and as the Bun is with 
in a hand's breadth of tho lu>rizon line wo 
find grass under our feet, trees around 
ua, and bofore us a city — Aye, a city in 
the valley ! We stand and stare. I We 
are dumb, but we aT - not mistaken. We 
are at the end of a long street, and it is 
lined with log and board and Btone houses 
—a hundred of them. 

At our left bubbles up a great Bpring to 
form a. river fifty miles away. There is 
no haste. An hour ago we would, have 
sold • ur hopes of heaven for a gill of 
wjater. Now w&liavo lost our thirst. It 
is only after wo dip our hands in the cold 
wa'er and moisten lips and tongue that a 
frenzy Beizes us and wo cannot drink 
enough. Tho guido asks what we Bee 
around us, and when told of tho street 
and houses ho whispers : 

" It is Death Valley, and we hare come 
to the Silent City 1" 

Whi o the others kindle a fire to roast 
tho rabbits so easily secured two of us 
advance until wo aro at tho.b ginning of 
tho street. On the first building thero is 
a faded sign of "Hotel." There are no 
doors in the frames, no window sashes in 
tho openings, and a part of the roof has 
fallen in. We look into tho room where 
men once drank and cursed and shed each 
other's blood. A rattlesnake liea in tho 
centre of tho floor, and a lizard frisks 
along tho mouldering shelves. Men woro 
killed horo— aye, dozens of men ! Water 
never washed out all the blood stains on 
this rough floor. 

Wo go Blowly up the street, pausing to 
look into a doorway horo und thore. 
There is graas from aid o to side of tho 
street now. Years ago the feet of horses 
and mules and tho wheels of wagons cut 
the earth to duBt. Desporato men rode 
up and down here and performed desper- 
a e docda. This building, which needs 
but a strongor puff of wind to bring it, to 
earth, waa a saloon : tho next a grocery ; 
the noxt an eating house ; the next a ho 
tel. Hero and thero a weather beaten 
sign still holds out, and before ono of 
them wo pause for a few minutes). It 
swings on rusty hinges beforo a hut which 
might still aliolter a wayfarer and reads, 
"Undertaker." This man buried the 
dead when tho city teemed with life. 
Time has buried tho city itself. 

Here nnd thoro, as wo wander on, a 
door creaks on its hincrea in tho evening 
breezo. Creak; creak, creak 1 It I is 
thirty years since. Time buried the cily, 
and ynt tho doors creak on. At intervals 
decay haa loft a pano of glass in its sash. 
It catches tho rays of tho sotting sun and 
throws a reflection on tlio faces of the 
Indians camped twenty miles away. 
They aro awed and speak in whispers. 
They know of the Silent City, but thoy 
never approach it. They behove it. was 
accursed. Serpents wrigglo off tho roti 
ting doorsills as we advance, arid now and' 
then a wolf rushes out of a- building in a 
fnghtoncd way and makoa off with drag- 
ging tail, 

Wo come to tho end of tho street at 
last. Horo ia the graveyard. Once there 
woro headboards. Nothing is now loft to 
mark thorn. Each grave is aunkon ; into 
each cavity the wolf has dug with ghoul- 
ish instinct. On a dead and leafless tree 
in I ho center of tho plot aits a great owl 
blinking at tho laat rays of aunaet. There 
aro days when the vulture drops down 
horo and walks about in search of food, 



but he finds nothing. It is a "quarter of a 
century since the bones were picked clean 
of- meat. 

. Ab the twilight conies and the shadows 
fade into darkness wo make our way back 
along the street of desolation and death. 
It is as silent as the grave, The silence 
makes us fearful, and wo hasten our 
stops. Now and then we look back to 
see if wo are pursued. We think of the 
spirits of the dead gathering in the Silent 
City as„ night comos -down, and chills 
croup over us and our limbs growiweuk. 
And when we sit at tho canapfiro and 
Bpo.k of what wo havo seen no man dare 
raise his voice above a whisper. Even 
tho men whoso eyes wore- burned and 
blinded by the awful heat and glare' of 
the July buu. beating down on the Bands 
of the desert try to look into tho darknoss 
and shivor as they crowd closer.

The rent 
paid is $1! per room per month, and tho ten- 
ant sub lets in almost every caso. Chung 
doclares that tlicfo is a lot of dim poverty 
in Chinatown just at present, muny of his 
fellow-countrymen being without food. He 
denied all knowledge of tho overorowdiug.

MURRAIN OF CATTLE. 

Fatal Cattle Epidemic In Japan— Every Beast 
Within Thirty Miles <>r Yokohama Dead, 
ami the Disease Spreading. 

San Francihco, Jan. 14. — Details of the 
fatal cattlo disease in Japan wore received 
by the steamer Gaelic. On December 3 the 
Gaelic reached Yokohama from San Fran- 
cisco. The Oriental company usually sup- 
plies its steamers wdth fresh beef at Yoko- 
hama for tho return trip, but when the 
island was reached this time the captain of 
the Gaelic was informod that a serious dis- 
ease was raging among tho cattlo around 
Yokohama, and that it would be impossible 
to furnish meat for tho return trip. Ar- 
rangements were then modo for a supply at 
Hongkong. 

When the Gaelic left 'Yokohama for 
Hongkong all the dairy farms around Yoko- 
hama were being guarded by policemen, 
and no milk was furnished to any of the 
hotels in tho city for fear tho diseaso may 
bo in the milk. Two weeka lator the 
Gaelic rolurned and found that overy cow 
and steer within a radiua of thirty miles of 
the city wus dead, and that tho diseaso was 
spreading all over Japan. A meat famine 
was feared, and only the best hotels could 
secure any beef. They received u supply 
from Hongkong by the Gaelic. 

Dr. M. Seoffman, who waa on board ship, 
says tho damage done cannot bo estimated 
yet, hut tho dairy business around Yoko- 
hama has been wiped out. He could give 
no facts about the disease exeopt that it re- 
sembled the rinderpest, and was fatal in 
every case, death ensuing within six hours 
after an attack. To savo tho dairy and 
beef industries, it will be necessary to im- 
port all cattle. Those which died were 
originally shipped from Kogland, but it ia 
expected now that some orders will be sent 
to the United States. Thus far horsea and 
Bhecp havo escaped tho scourge, but it is 
thought theso animals will become subject 
to the disease, which, thus far, has pro 
ceeded unchecked. 



Moorish Atrocities. 
Tangier, Jan. 14. — Mahonuned Benveda, 
governor of the city of Morocco, is persecut- 
ing the Jews of that place in a most 
barbarous manner. He has caused several 
of them to be lashed, fined and imprisoned 
for no other reason than to compel them to 
pay him monoy. Tho representatives of 
foreign countries aro preparing a protest 
against tho atrocious conduct of Benveda,

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ESKIMOS AT THE FAIR. 



Natives ° f th0 Far North to Bo 
Brought to Chicago. 



An Expedition Under Way to Secure Hirtj 
People from Cumberland Sound— A 
Duplicate VlUagp to Be limit at 
the Exposition Grounds. 



Dr. Pram Iioas has started out to ac- 
company an expedition that is going u> 
Cumberland sound to Viriiitf a party of 
Eskimos to Chicago. They will form 
one of the attractions of the depart- 
ment of ethnology, under the charge of 
Prof. Putnam. The/expedition will go 
from St. John's, N. P., to Baffin Land 
early next week for the purpose of in- 
ducing about fifty natives to come to 
Chicago. Arriving there they will be 
given a small section of .laekson park 
reserved for a village, such as they in- 
habit in the far north. Uuts will he 
erected In exact duplication of those in- 
habited by the Eskimos in their native 
land, and a collection of hunting im- 
plements, peculiar household utensils 
and many specimens of their strange 
handiwork will he shown in the village. 
Prof. Putnam has nol decided yet upon 
definite plans for regulating the weath- 
er to suit these visitors, hut it is prob- 
able that, a system similar to that em- 
ployed in cold storage establishments 
will be used. 

The expedition of Or. Hoas is likely 
to prove successful, for if any white 
man can induce the Eskimos to leave 
their cold homes he can do i i . in-, uous 
is a professor in an eastern college. He 
has passed several years among the na- 
tives, living with them in their huts, 
going with them on fishing and hunting 
expeditions, ami endeavoring as far as 
possible to adapt himself to their un- 
usual mode of life, lie is acquainted 
with a large number of the natives and 
is said to exert an unusual influence 
over them. While living among these 
people Dr. Iioas carefully studied their 
language and religion, as well as their 
manner of living, lie says these :peo- 
• pie always locate their huts where the 
opportunities for trapping sea dogs are 
best and where ice plains arc most ex- 
tensive. In winter they live in large 
tribes, hut during the summer months 
they scatter in all directions and hunt 
reindeer. 

The Baffin bay Eskimos do not re- 
gard the Greenland god Tornarssukas 
the grea test of the gods, but their su- 
perior deity is Sedna, who gives them 
their greatest blessings. Whoever 
obeys him fuUy will succeed in his un- 
dertakings, and if he is drowned or 
meets -.villi a violent death he is trans- 
ferred in an instant to the happy land 
where there is no ice nor snow and 
where great herds of reindeer feed on 
every hill, all of them eager to be 

caught. 

A COLUMBIAN CUSTOM HOUSE. 

Foreign <;»oil« to Be Put In Charge of 
Exposition Directors. 

Question of the method of administer- 
ing the customs at the port of Chicago 
on goods imported for use at the world's 
fair, which has been under consideration 
by the officials at Washington, was set- 
tled by the adoption of the. policy sug- 
gested by Collector Clark, who received 
a communication to that effect from As- 
sistant Secretary of the Treasury 
Spaul'ding recently. Provision will be 
made for the inspection of goods at 
the fair grounds by the world's fair di- 
rectors, who will give a receipt to the 
collector of customs, describing the 
goods, their nature and place of de- 
posit, and at the close of the fair returns 
will be made accordingly. 

Exhibits will be received duty free, 
and what shall constitute an exhibit 
will be decided by the directory. Goods 
which are to be sold on the grounds 
will be stored in warehouses on the 
grounds and duty paid as poods are 
drawn. Exhibits sold subject to de- 
livery al the close of the fair will have 
duty collected when purchaser takes 
possession. Exhibits an; to be immedi- 
ately placed in their proper department 
and kept there. This method, it is 
thought, will do away with the trouble 
experienced at Philadelphia, whore the 
customs authorities collapsed entirely 
from having neglected to draw a dis- 
tinct 1 ill*.- between exhibits and dutiable 

merchandise. 

Canada's Minerals. 
Canada will make a remarkable display 
of her mineral resources at the world's 
f air. Tho province of Ontario has deter- 
mined on making a large exhibit of all 
the minerals found in that province, ami 
(Juebec has resolved not to he behind 
her sister province in this respect. Nova 
Scotia, so rich in mineral wealth, is also 
actively engaged in bringing' tog-ether 
specimens of her richest deposits. It is 
expected that tin- gold ores of Nova 
Scotia will surprise many of the visitors 
to the world's fair, while the samples 
from her coal fields will afford some 
idea of the wonderful resources of the 
province in that particular. The 
asbestos, mica, plumbago and phos- 
phate deposits will form prominent 
features in the Quebec exhibit! while 
tin- rich nickel ores, for which Ontario 
i:- now so famous, will receive much at- 
tention from thai province. The 
dominion geological survey will make a 
very fine exhibit, which '.'."ill afford 
facilities for studying the mineral re- 
sources of the country, on either the 
limited provincial basis or from the 
wider dominion standpoint. 

An Exhibit of Swiss Watches.

was considerable hesitation about vot- 
ing the money on the ground that the 
American watch manufacturers had at- 
tain* d ci msidcra I >lc perfection and 
would take advantage of the opportuni- 
ty to copy the Swiss models.

The council refused a proposed appro- 
priation of forty thousand francs for 
other industries desiring- to make exhib- 
its of female work.

A WILD HOG TRAP. 



How Two Boys Mado Money to 
Soe tho Oontonnial. 

Yesterday T heard one farm hoy say 
to another: "Come and see. my two 
calves. I'm going to keep them till 
they're two-year-old steers, and then 
sell them and go to the Columbian expo- 
sition on the money. They'll bring fifty 
dollars by that time." 

"But I've got a colt that'll bring sev- 
enty-five by that time," rejoined his 
companion, triumphantly. 

"Maybe," replied the first lad, com- 
posedly. -"Hut I tell you, Frank, there's 
a good deal more risk on colts than on 
steers." 

Their earnestness vividly recalled to 
me a time, fifteen years ago, when I 
was a boy of sixteen, and lived in the 
Arkansas "backwoods." I was making 
similar plans to visit the centennial ex- 
hibition of 1S7G at Philadelphia. 

A young neighbor, Uenton Arbueklc 
by name, was equally desirous of at- 
tending the exhibition; but, like my- 
self, he was in painful doubt where the 
dollars were to come from for railway 
fares, for a new suit of clothes and for 
other necessary matters. 

Often we raised a little money by 
gathering pecan nuts in the woods and 
selling them at the store two miles 
away; but the pecan crop was light 

that year, atrfl our hopes suffered 
blight with it. We knew that seventy 
dollars apiece was the least possible 
sum that would suffice to transport us 
to Philadelphia and return us to our 
native country. The ease looked hope- 
less. 

We studied hard to think of some 
other means. Wild turkeys were get- 
ting scarce in the woods. Formerly a 
good maii3' had been shot and market- 
ed every fall. Deer, too, were far from 
plenty. 

After a careful canvass of the situa- 
tion, Uenton and I decided that our 
only chance to raise money lay in the 
wild hog, which were still to he found 
in considerable numbers in the river- 
bottoms in our part of the state. 

These wild hogs are descended from 
ordinary swine brought into the coun- 
try by the earlier settlers. In several 
generations of wihlncss they have de- 
veloped the characteristics of the wild 
hogs of the old world. They run swift- 
ly through the brush upon the slight- 
est alarm, and are always difficult to 
approach. 

Shooting is not the best method of 
hunting wild hogs, for unless shot 
through a vital part they squeal 
frightfully, and often run n long dis- 
tance. The squealing may frighten the 
drove away, and cause them to desert 
the locality for another tract of forest. 

My companion and I proposed to trap 
them, and so far as possible to conduct 
a still hunt. We intended to make 
bacon, for which we were reasonably 
sure of obtaining- eight cents a pound. 
We fitted up a disused log-shanty as a 
smoke-house, and arranged to bring 
home the carcasses on mules from our 
traps. 

Benton, who had more time than I, 
spent several days in looking about for 
a good place in which to seta trap, and 
chose one upon Sugar creek. At a 
point where a high bank had been 
washed out we set stakes and built a 
strong corral eight feet high, in such a 
way that the bank formed one side of 
the inclosure, and the fence skirting 
the margin of the stream formed the 
other sitles. 

The yard thus formed included a 
space fifty or sixty feet across, which 
on one side was overhung by a bank 
from twelve to liftcen feet in height. 
The earth had been cut away by fresh- 
ets, so that the roots of the brushwood 
above, hung down in a straggling 
fringe. 

A trap gate was constructed to rise 
and fall between posts on each side of 
an opening- five feet wide. To spring 
the gate a line was attached to it, which 
ran across to our hiding place on the 
other side of the stream. 

We did the work very quietly, for we 
heard hogs moving about in the swamp. 
Carefully removing all the chips, we 
masked the corral and the gate with 
brush, causing it to look- like a thicket. 

For bait we had bought four bushels 
of corn on the cob. This wc broke into 
short pieces, which we strewed on trails 
leading to the trap. We also gathered 
several bushels of acorns, and these 
and tho corn trails were sown to 
a distance of half a mile in three direc- 



tions—all leading to a generous heap of 
the provender inside. 

We laid these trails very early the 
morning after the trap was completed. 
We were to take turns watching, day 
by day. Benton undertook to watch 
the trap the. first day, and I went home. 
We hoped to capture at least one hog 
every day. 

Before eleven o'clock that forenoon 
Benton appeared at our house, very 
hot and much out of breath from run- 
ning, lie could hardly speak, and 
wasted no words. 

"Pulled thestringon five!" he, gasped. 
"Oct knife and mule and gtltt, and come 
quick I They r^. foanrin' round awful- 
Sj! Guess we shall have to shoot 'em'. 
Hurry! hurry!" 

In Vivo minutes I was on the way, 
urging my mule to the top of his speed. 
Benton got his own mule and gun and 
overtook me. 

We approached the corral from the 
opposite side of the ereek, and securing 
the mules on that side, waded across 
and peeped into the trap. 

Sure enough, there were five porkers! 
Evidently they had calmed down a lit- 
tle, for they grunted softly as they de- 
voured the remains of the heap of 
acorns. But scenting us, or sighting 
us through chinks in the fence, they 
began to dash around, springing up the 
sides of the corral so fiercely that we 
saw plainly it would be altogether un- 
safe toentcr the inclosure before shoot- 
ing' them. There was an old boar in 
the group. They were yearlings and 
two-year-olds, apparently, weighing 
from a hundred to two hundred pounds 
each. From running in the swamp 
they were all nearly as black as bears. 

We loaded our guns with ball, and, 
taking aim between the posts, shot the 
pigs one by one. All five came down, 
squealing terrifically. 

I had never dressed a hog before, but 
we both knew that it was necessary 
to bleed them immediately. Laying 
down our guns, we climbed into the 
pen, got out our knives and proceeded 
to this least pleasant portion of the 
business. 

The squealing was frightful. We had 
got to the third victim only when we 
became suddenly aware of a commotion 
in the woods outside. 

"Hill!" cried Uenton, straightening' 
up to listen, "there's a whole drove 
a-coming, old boars and all! They're 
coming to the rescue, just as they do 
when a bear tackles a hog in the 
swamp!" 

Above the outcry which the suffering 
porkers inside the pen were raising we 
could now plainly hear the barking and 
roaring of the approaching drove. It 
was a terrible noise; the underbrush 
cracked as if a forest fin; were running' 
through it. 

"Whew! You don't suppose they can 
break in here, do you?" exclaimed Ben- 
ton, turning pale. 

"That's more than I know," said I. 
"But if they do break in, I shall break 
out pretty quick!" 

We had scarcely more than uttered 
the words when the drove came foam- 
ing up the ereek to the very gate of the 
trap. They stopped an instant, an 
old boar barkincr like a bulldog, oand 
then all scurried ..round the fence on 
the creek side, through mud and water. 
Here they suddenly stopped short 
again, as if to locate their distressed 
brethren, then, dashed around the north 
end of the corral and up the high bank 
a little way above. 

Again finding themselves wrong, they 
turned and came dashing along the top 
of the bank, on the land side of the 
pen; and then they all charged head- 
long down over the bank into the cor- 
ral. 

Before the first hog had struck the 
ground inside the pen I was well on 
my way to the top of the corral fence, 
and Benton had climbed a small oak 
tree that stood within the inclosure. 

"Croat jingo!" cried Uenton from the 
tree. "Isn't that old tusker a big one? 
See the foam fly! Bill, there's more 
than twenty of them! Will the fence 
stop 'em'.''' 

"I think it will," 1 said. "Arc you 
all safe'.'" 

"I reckon I am." he answered. Then 
he looked down tit the wild hogs foam- 
ing around the base of his small tree, 
snapping their jaws; and my sense of 
humor made me laugh in spite of myself. 

However, 1 presently did better for 
Uenton than laugh at him. I slipped 
down on the outer side of the pen, and 
getting a strong pole, pushed it over 
the top of the corral into the oak where 
he was roosting, and by the aid of this, 
pole he was able to get to the fence. 

Now was our time. We loaded our 
guns and opened tire on the drove in- 
side, disabling the old boar first of all. 

For half an hour the unearthly din of 
shooting- and squealing kept up. In- 
cluding the five which Benton had 
snared at first, there were now twenty- 
four hogs in the trap. Several of them 
were old settlers, and quite fat and 
heavy. 

We worked fast and bard during the 
rest of the day and most of the night to 
secure the pork. It made a line lot of 
bacon, and although wc never met with 
any success afterwards, we went to the 
centennial mainly on the product id 
our hog trap. — A. J. Towle, in Youth's 
Companion. 

A New Use tor Kangaroos.

We have boen passing through Iowa 
lately— pronounced loway by poople who 
livo here, and loieah by thoso who do 
not. Arizona is called Arizony by those 
who reside there, and Arizonia by peoplo 
who do not get out much, but who 
got gay on popcorn and go to bed as 
soon as the supper dishes are cleared 
away. 

Iowa is a beautiful stato. and ovevy 
farmer has marble top furniture in his 
sitting room.

THE TEACHER'S TASK. 

one of the Most Wearing Occupations for 
Women. 

(Brooklyn ISaglo.) 
Gloso observation shows that teaching 
is one of the most wearing occupations 
for women. Even tho hard-working' 
clerk, typewriter, journalist or seam- 
stress, with longer hours and more 
drudgelike employment, keeps her 
health and strength better through Iho 
years of continuous servico than does 
the average achooltoacher. The girl who 
begins with erect carriage and rosy 
cheeks will be seen in the course of a few 
years to havo lost both. Much of this is 
attributed to the nervous strain necessary 
for tho regular routine of governing often 



an unruly class and at the same time 
teaching the required studies. But, al 
lowing that teaching is hard work, with- 
out entering into tho reasons, certainly 
nothing should be neglected which adds 
physical comfort to these positions of 
honor, filled many times by earnest 
women who strive by enthusiasm in their 
work and by a noble example lo make 
teaching a profession. 

It would seem to be absurd to declare 
it is their right to occupy only rooms 
which can bo properly heated and ven- 
tilated, and yet it ia not too strong a 
statement to say that, to tho writer's 
knowledge, one girl last winter owed a 
severe attack of pneumonia to the low 
temperature of her room, whilo others 
suffered more or less from the same 
cause. Because those are conditions 
over which the teachers themselves have 
little or no control, thoy should be all the 
more carefully attended lo by thoso who 
do. 

There ii another consideration, how- 
ever, for which they themselves are more 
responsible, and that is the midday 
luncheon, which is very apt to bo a bas- 
ket affair, eaten as rapidly as possible in 
order to go on with school work, or as 
one teacher said, "Sho took a bite while 
correcting papers which had to bo ready 
for the afternoon session." Tho full 
hour's rest at noon should be enjoyed; 
when possible a breath of freah air and a 
few minutes' walk will make the duties 
of tho afternoon easier. A great draw- 
back in Brooklyn to a warm luncheon is 
the lack of suitable restaurants. Even 
in Now York a woman's lunchroom is a 
comparatively new institution in tho 
business world, but they aro appearing 
one after another. As a rule those fro- 
quenting these places have their accus- 
tomed seats and a p'.easant hour is spent 
eating and chatting with fri-nds. When 
it is inconvenient to leave tho building 
some change should bo made, if only 
from ono room to another, and tho full 
hour's rest should be taken.

WASHINGTON, Jan. U.— Before leaving 
Washington for Kentucky, Mr. Carlile 
mailod Mr. Cleveland a latter accepting 
tho Secretaryship of the Treaaury. It ia 
euid that Mr. Carlilo accepted the portfolio 
on condition that he should havo tho solid 
support of tho administration in hia candi- 
dacy for tho Presidential election in 1890. 
Mr. Carlile is aaid to have received assur- 
ances of good will from Tammany. He 
atrongly favored Mr. Murphy for Sen*//or, 
and urged Mr. Cleveland not to oppose tho 
hitter's candidacy. Mr. Carlile will bwre a 
consultation with Mr. Cleveland m Now 
York next week. 

The Rllvrr Queillen. 

Washington, Jan. 14.— Joaiah Quincy 
made a Hying trip to Washington to day aa 
the representative of the President-elect to 
ascertain the chances for the repeal of the 
Sherman Act. He had a long conference 
with Mr. W illi«mo, the author of the repeal 
measure reported by tlio banking commit- 
tee and others. He was informed thot 
while a great number of eo called silver men 
were disposed to follow Mr. Cleveland's 
advice, it waa becoming evident that silver 
legislation in the state 'would be opposed by 
certain silver Democrats in that body, as 
well as by the majority of the Republicans, 
and that therefore there was a disinclina- 
tion to force a fight in the Houso. Several 
of the silver men told Mr. Quincy that if a 
repeal bill could bo passed in tho Senate the 
House would probably follow its action. 

Bradatreet'a Review. 

New York, Jan. 13.— Bradstreet's weekly 
report says : In the Province of Ontario 
the jobbing trade in Spring goods is only of 
fair proportions thus far, but pricea arc gen 
erally firm, tho high prices demanded for 
wheat checking dealings. Severe cold 
weather throughout Quebec and rough 
country roada mako trade dull and 
collections slow. The Nova Scotia coal 
mines have been bought by a syndicate, and 
the Provincial Legislature will meet on the 
19th inst. specially to consider tho project. 
The cities of Halifax, Montreal, Toronto 
and Hamilton present bunk clearings this 
week aggregating $22,500,000, a gain over 
the like week of 1SII2 of about, six percent, 
and over last week of -I (i per cent. There 
were 37 business failures reported from the 
Dominion of Canada this week. In tho cor- 
responding week last year the total was 51 
and last week it was 27. 

Smallpox In San frniicisco. 

San Francisco, Jan. 14.— More new cases 
of smallpox were reported at the health 
office this morning. Health Officer Kenny 
at once investigated the matter and found 
that, Willie Ramensberg, aged 15; Henry 
Ramensburg, aged 7, and George Ramens- 
burge, aged 3, were the victiim. They 
were all well developed cases of the dread 
disease, somowhat milder in the cases of 
the older boys j but quite severe with the 
baby. The people of tho house were un- 
able to account for the children getting the 
disease. Previous to their being taken sick 
a few days ago they had not been going 
around anywhere except in regular attend- 
ance at school. As soon as Dr. Kenny de- 
cided that it was smallpox he took prompt 
measures to quarantine the house. Health 
inspectors were sent for and the premises 
were thoroughly fumigated. 

.ilalilnu Awards n< Chicago. 

Chicago, Ills., Jan. 14.— The system of 
giving medals and awards to exhibitors at 
the World's Fair haB hcon finally agrcod 
upon. Tho system devised in the Board 
of Control to-day provides that a certain 
number of jurors shall bo assigned to each 
department. These jurors aeleot ono of 
their number to examine the exhibita In a 
particular group. Tho examiner so chosen 
inspecta the exhibits and writes a report on 
those he deems worthy of an award. This 



report is put before tho full committee and 
discussed and the committee or jury makes 
tho award. Although that fact was not 
emphasized, it is tho understanding of the 
Hoard of Control thot the entire jury or 
committee will also oxamiue the exhibits. 

Fur Seal Protection. 

WASHINGTON, Juti. 14.— Mr. Sherman, 
(Rep., Ohio,) from a committee on foreign 
rotations, reported back to the Senate a 
bill introduced by him on December 20, to 
extend to tho North Pacific Ocean tho pro- 
visions of statutes for the protection of fur 
seals and other fur bearing animals, and 
after a brief explanation tho bill passed. 

llic Coal Combine. 

.COLUMBUS, Ohio, Jan. 14.— The coal com- 
bino which has been hanging on for several 
weeka and lias, until to-day, been rendered 
iuipesaiblo by the objections of tho Now 
Pittsburg coal company, has at last been 
consummated. The details of I ho arrange- 
ment aro not yot completed, but a commit- 
toe waa appointed to meet similar commit- 
tees from tho othor districts and arrange 
for the conduct of the combination and 
nominate officers, Tho coal from the Ohio 
fields furnishes tho principal supply of soft 
coal used in the Lake cities, Chicago and 
tho Northwest, and the combine will bu fir- 
reaching in its cli'ects. 

Cholera Suspected. 

MASSILON, Ohio, Jan. 14.— Henry Mar- 
tin, a student at Poughkeepsio, N.Y., busi- 
less college, returned to his home near 
Barbertown ou the day beforo Christmas. 
Ho was taken violently ill at 5 
p. m. on Tuesday and died in a 
few hours. The body turned black and 
it ia reported that Martin died of 
cholera. He was buried at Canalfulton to- 
day. The physician in charge declares that 
the young man died of heart failure, but 
the undertaker says that the rapid decom- 
position of the body and tho fact that it 
turned black immediately after death aro 
beyond ordinary explanation. Canalfulton 
people are frightened. 

MImciI a RcqiifMt. 

ROOKVILLE, Conn., Jon. 14. — Tho Bap- 
tist society of this place has just missed a 
bequest of $10,000. John Barnnm, who fell 
dead in the church on Sunday, was a con- 
sistent member of tho Baptist church. He 
left an eatate valued at over S10.O00. The 
day before his death Barnum comminu- 
ted with his lawyer with a view to 
making a will of the entire estate to the 
church. Tho attorney suggested that tho 
mutter be deferred until Monday, and Bar- 
num consented, and as ho left the office re- 
marked " Lifo is uncertain; if I live until 
Monday 1 shall bo here." When Barnum 
was 19 years old and lived at Danbury, his 
father, while drunk one day, clubbed his 
mother. She told her son to get a gun and kill 
his father. This tho lad promptly did. 
The son was sent to Wethersfield for life, 
bat after serving 25 years was pardoned. 
Since then he has lived a quiet life here and 
amassed the money he left behind, which 
will go to distant relatives. 

He Kobbeti nia Father. 
St. LoUlS, Mo., Jan. 14. — A special to an 
evening paper from Des Moines, Iowa, says : 
The mysterious disappearance of Edward 
Lewis, a bookkeeper in the employ of the 
Des Moines Packing Co., haa at last been 
cleared up. Lewis waa one of tho most 
prominent society men in the city. He is in 
Canada, and he took, with him in the neigh- 
borhood of $50,000 of hia father's money. 
HiB wife left for Chicago a few days ago, 
and from thero intended to go to Canada to 
joiu her husband. 

Poller or the t;rent Northern. 

CHICAGO, Jon. 13.— One of the interested 
officials to-day declared that he believed the 
distanco tariff of tho Great Northern was 
proposed for right-of-way purposes only. 
Rumors of the proposed plan were whis- 
pered when tho Great Northern was enter- 
ing Spokane. The Northern Pacific, of 
course, lost no opportunity to manufacture 
public aeutiment against the Great North- 
ern, and it is now believed that the proposal 
of the distanco tar If was only a shrewd 
move of President Hill to securo tho right- 
of-way through Washington. In transcon- 
tinental tariff commodity rates aro quoted 
on 1,200 different articles to San Francisco, 
cheaper than classification rates; all these 
articles were taken out of tho classified list 
and a rate made on each one low enough to 
meet the ocean competition. Railroads 
were given a choice of making lower rates 
or losing the business, and they choso the 
former. The Great Northern, however, 
proposed to keep only 300 of these 1,200 
articles in the commodity rate list, the 
other 900 it wishes to restore to the western 
classification. This would involve an all- 
around advance in rates which the Great 
Northern proposes to partially counter- 
balance by a reduction in classified rates.
